GENERAL SUMMARY 


1. During the year under report, Nawab Sir Faridoon-ul-Mulk Bahadur, 

K.C.I.E., C.S.I., C.B.E., Extraordinary Member of the 
Administration. Executive Council, having been relieved of his duties 

as President of the Council, His Exalted Highness was pleased to appoint 
Nawab Vali-ud-Dowlah Bahadur as Officiating President. Nawab Moin-ud- 
Doulah Bahadur was appointed as Member in charge of the Department of 
Industries and Commerce. 

2. The following were the more important events which took place 

General. during the year 

(i) His Excellency the Viceroy accompanied by Her Excellency Lady 
Reading visited the State in November 1923, arriving in 
Hyderabad on the evening of 23rd and leaving on the evening 
of 25th idem. The visit was an unqualifi^ success. The 
City Police did excellent work during Their Excellencies’stay 
at the Capital. 

{ii) At a special Convocation of the Osman ia University held on 
the 22nd Azur 1333 F., the Honorary Degree of “ Sultan-ul- 
Ulum ” was presented to His Exalted Highness. 

(m) Previous LL.B. Examination of the Osmania University was 
held for the first time and Final M.A. and LL.B. Classes were 
opened. 

{iv) The Jail Department was re-transferred from the control of 
the Director, Medical Department, to that of the Director 
General of District Police. 

{v) Riots broke out at Gulbarga between Mohamadans and Linga- 
yats during the month of Moharram (Meher) when several 
places of worship were desecrated and one Superintendent of 
Police was shot dead during the affray. The outbreak was 
suppressed with the aid of police and troops called out from 
the Capital. With a view to prevent such riots in future, His 
Exalted Highness has commanded that the thickly populated 
towns of the districts should be garrisoned with detachments 
of Regular Forces, each 200 strong and fully equipped with 
machine guns. Necessary arrangements are being made for 
carrying out His Exalted Highness’ Commands.

Land Revenue. 


The total collection under all heads of Land Revenue was Rs, 282 • 96 
lakhs in 1333 F., as against Rs. 272 * 64 lakhs in the 
previous year. The total remissions granted were 
56 • 25 lakhs as against 68 • 40 lakhs. The percentage of remissions to the 
total assessment (3,19,80,803) fell from 21-57 in 1332 F. to 17-59 in 1333 F., 
being 2-76 against 3-44 in Mahratwada and 29-56 against 36-36 in 
Telingana. With the exception of the Karimnagar district in the Telingana 
Division and the Raichur and Aurangabad districts in the Mahratwada 
Division all other districts showed a decrease in the proportion of remiss- 
ions granted. The net demand under ly^otwari land revenue including 
Sivai Jamabandi was Rs. 2,71,71,777. Of this, Rs. 36,065 were written off 
as irrecoverable and Rs. 2,60,14,234 were collected. The total arrears of 
ryotwari revenue at the close of 1333 F. was Rs. 45,18,315 against Rs. 
44,49,456 in 1332 F., the heaviest arrears being in the Telingana districts. 
The arrears of revenue other than ryotwari at the close of 1333 F. were 
Rs. 12,82,171 against Rs. 10,74,248 in the preceding year. The constant 
increase in the amount of liind Revenue arrears is a matter of serious 
concern to the Government. 
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4. Original Surv^ operations were conducted in 3 villages of the 
o j . Hyderabad Division and 47 villages of the Warangal 

Division. The total area surveyed measured 47,785 
acres as against 2, 39,969 in 1832 F. Original classification work was carried 
out in 3 villages of the Hyderabad Division and 39 villages of the Warangal 
division, the total area reclassified being 22,262 acres as against 1,38,526 
acres in the preceding year. The fall in the areas originally surveyed and 
classified is (as explained in the Report of 1332 F.) due to tne fact that the 
original survey and classification work throughout the Dominions is practic- 
ally complete and at present the principal work of the Settlement depart- 
ment consists in revising original settlement work of taluks as their period 
of settlement expires. Revision work was undertaken in 774 villages of 
the Hyderabad division and 439 villages of the Warangal division. The 
total area revised measured 25,95,581 acres as against 22,96,227 acres in the 
preceding year. Revised rates were introduced in 361 villages of the 
Hyderabad division and 149 villages of the Warangal division. The 
increase in assessment amounted to Rs. 2,82,973. 


5. During the year under report Inams of the aggregate value of 
Rs. 48,413 were confirmed in perpetuity and Inams 
worth Rs. 5,871 were resumed. 


6. The gross Excise revenue increased from Rs. 1,63,46,756 in 1332 F. 

to Rs. 1,67,97,783 in 1333 F. Deducting compensa- 
tions to Jagirdars and sums payable to the British 
Cantonments, etc. the net Excise revenue was Rs. 1,47,69,271 against 
Rs. 1,44,67,310 in the preceding year. The net revenue on account of 
country spirits, sendhi and gulmohwa flowers was Rs. 1,36,25,497 against 
Rs. 1,34,05,643 in 1332 F. The net opium revenue amounted to Rs. 8,48,919 
as against Rs. 8,23,971 in the preceding year. The net income from ganja 
and bhang was lls. 2,84,855 as against Rs. 2,37,696. Besides the ordinary 
Excise revenue there was an income of Rs. 35,143 from the sale of poisonous 
drugs as against Rs. 34,877 in the preceding year. It appears from the 
statement received from the Nazim, Excise Department, thsit the figures 
relating to consumption of liquor, opium and hemp drug have varied during 
the past ten years. The consumption of liquor in 1333 F. as compared with 
1323 F. was 9,93,765 proof gallons against 11,69,173 ; that of opium 255 
chests (of 70 seers each) against 369 ; and that of hemp drug 202 maunds 
against 350. The total expenditure of the Excise Department was Rs. 
9,07,292 as against Rs. 8,97,701 in 1332 Fasli. 


7. As a result of rectification of areas, the total forest area stood at 
9,557 '41 square miles as against 9,563 '51 square 
miles, and 108 '88 miles of new demarcation lines 
were cut during the year under report against 242 ' 64 miles in 1332 F. There 
was considerable decrease in the area of fire protection (4,05,646 acres 
against 6,01,967 in 1332 F.) which was mainly in the Karimnagar and the 
Medak Divisions ; in the former fire protection was limited to small selected 
areas, while in the latter only the felled coupes were fire protected. Natural 
reproduction from coppice was fair in all the Divisions of the Eastern Circle 
(except the Medak Division) and in two Divisions of the Western Circle, 
while regeneration from seed was not satisfactory in any Division. Attempts 
at artificial reproduction did not prove successful mainly on account of 
late rains. Thus on the whole the sylviculture was not very satisfactory. 
The total area systematically exploited during the year under report was 
25,940 acres 6is against 13,055 acres in 1332 F. During the year there was 
an appreciable increase in the Forest revenue (Rs. 15,38,975 against 
Rs. 12,01,971 in 1382 F.), while the total expenditure on the department 
fell from Rs. 8,42,779 in 1832 F. to Rs. 7,89,003 in 1388 Fasli. 


8. Adding Rs. 6,25,552 on account of the 25 per cent, contribution 
made by the Sarf-i-Khas out of the receipts of the 
Customs. Hyderabad and Secunderabad Customs houses and 

Sarf-i-Khas Nakas on the Gadag line, the total Dexoani Customs revenue 
increased from Rs. 1,33,05,833 in 1382 F. to Rs. 1,88,08,987 in 1388 F. The 
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Wards* Estates. 


increase was mainly due to the increased imports of salt and foreign manu* 
factures from overseas, principally cloth and haberdashery. 

9. The number of estates under the control of the Court of Wards at 
the end of 1338 F. was 55 and the total receipts 
amounted to Rs. 24,85,852 against Rs. 82,95,109 in 

1882 F. The expenditure incurred during the year was Rs. 22,47,048, 
against Rs. 41,24,840 in the preceding year. The considerable decrease in 
the figures of receipts and expenditure is due to the figures for the Wanparti 
Estate not having been received in time for inclusion in the return. The 
outside liabilities amounted in all to Rs. 37,86,072. Of this sum, liabilities 
amounting toRs. 2,20,096 were admitted whilst those amounting Rs. 7,75,496 
were rejected leaving suits to the extent of Rs. 27,40,480 pending investiga- 
tion at the close of the year in the Civil Courts and in the Court of Wards. 
The balance of admitted inter-estate and outside liabilities at the end of 
1832 F. was Rs. 6,76,645. Adding the liabilities admitted during the year 
(Rs. 2,20,096) the total liabilities amounted to Rs. 8,96,741. Of this, 
Rs. 2,70,277 were paid off, leaving an unpaid balance of Rs. 6,26,464. 

10. During 1333 F. 268 wells were sunk in the Dominions at an average 

. .. cost of Rs. 196 per well. The total area irrigated by 

new wells was 373 acres against 952 m the previous 
year. Variations in the irrigation area are due to the varying amount of 
rainfall, the supply of water available in the wells, and also to the convenience 
and wishes of the cultivators. 

11. There was no change in the Constitution of the I^egislative Council 

during the year under report. Three Council and 
gis a ive ounci . Select Committee meetings were held in 1333 F. 

as against 3 and 12, respectively, in the previous year. The Legislative Coun- 
cil passed 5 Acts, and 2 Bills were before the Council at the close of the year. 

12. As compared with the previous year, the total number of original 

cases instituted in the Civil Courts showed an in- 
ivi ustice. crease of *92 per cent. (24,162 against 23,941) and 

82 • 5 per cent, of the total litigation of the State was in the Munsiffs’ Courts. 

Including arrears the number of cases for disposal was 41,682 as 
against 40,995. Of these, 62 * 1 per cent, were disposed of. The average 
duration of a suit in contested cases increased from 315 days to 322 days, 
whilst the duration in uncontested cases decreased from 163 days to 154 days. 
The total number of applications for the execution of decrees was about the 
same as in the previous year (25,961 against 25,907). Of these, 61 '9 per 
cent, were disposed of against 59 • 1 per cent. There was an increase of 6 * 2 
per cent, in the number of regular Civil appeals and 1 ' 4 per cent, in mis- 
cellaneous Civil appeals. The average duration of regular appeals increased 
from 222 days in 1332 F, to 230 in 1333 F., whilst that of miscellaneous 
appeahfell from 91 days to 90 days.

Criminal Justice. 


The total number of disposable cases before the criminal courts 
increased by 19 *2 per cent, while the percentage of 
disposal was the same as in the preceding year, viz., 
91 • 5. As before, the percentage of disposal was the highest in the Baida 
Courts and the lowest in the Sessions Courts. There was also increase in the 
total number of persons under trial for criminal offences (76,224 against 
67,666). The percentage of convictions rose from 17 in 1332 F. to 22 in 
1333 F. The average duration of original cases of all criminal courts fell 
from 39 days in 1332 F, to 35 in 1333 F. The total number of criminal 
appeals, revisions and confirmation cases before various courts was 4,382 and 
of these 8,588 were disposed of. The duration increased from 35 days to 
56 days in the High Court and 65 days to 102 days in the Sessions Courts but 
fell from 54 days to 51 days in the Magistrates’ Courts. 

14. During the year under report, the number of true cases of cognizable 
crime rose from 1,288 to 1,320. The number of murder 
° **■ cases was the same as in the previous year, viz., 8. 

The nuisance cases showed an increase of 11 • 6 per cent. The percentage of 
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cases detected was almost the aazne as- in tiie previous jear (88*^1 against 
88‘41). Out of 1474 cases brought before the court, I,OM vere dispoMd of. 
The percentage of convictions rose from 65*4 in 1382 F. to 69*9 in 1388 F. 
The value of property reported to have been stolen was Rs. 57,100 against 
Rs. 80,817 in 1382 F. whilst the percentage of property recovered- was 58*88 
against 75*02. 


15 The total number of cognizable cases fell from 5,890 to. 5,175 or a 
n .> decrease of 3 * 9 per cent. The total number of grave 

crimes was the same as m the - previous year, mz., 
2,467, while the dacoity and robbery cases decreased from 62 and 119 to 54 
and 112, respectively. There was a fall also in minor offences against persons 
and property (including miscellaneous offences), their number being 2,628 
against 2,842. Of the cases under investigation (5,288 against 5,488) 69 
per cent, were traced against 71 per cent, in 1832 F. Out of the total 
number of cases chalUmed by the Police (8,324) and those pending enquiry 
in the Courts (680), 8,254 cases were disposed of. The value of property 
reported to have been stcJen in 1833-F. was Rs. 4,18,562 against Rs. 8,69,601. 
The value of property recovered was Rs. 1,51,485 against Rs. 1,57,674, the 
percentage of recovery being 86 * 1 against 42 • 6. 


16. There was a fall in the total jail population and in the daily 
average strength, the former being 9,748 against 
10,105 and the latter 1,908 against 2,151. The num- 
ber of offences against jail rules was more than double of that in the preced- 
ing year (333 against 165). Eighteen convicts and 6 under-trial prisoners 
escaped during the year, and of these, 8 convicts and 4 under-trial prisoners 
were recaptured. The death rate per mille of the jail population rose from 
14*8 in 1882 F. to 18*8 in 1333 F. The average cost per head of the daily 
average of the sick was Rs. 266-3-8 against Rs. 383-11-0, the decrease in the 
cost being chiefly due to the abolition of the Central Jail at Nizamabad. 


17. The number of registrations effected during the year increased 
from 36,915 to 38,316 and the aggregate value of 
KeKwtmtion. documents relating to transfer of property, mortages, 

permanent and temporary leases, etc., rose from Rs. 2,86,82,231 to 
Rs. 3,06,51,344. There was increase in the receipts and a very slight de- 
crease in the expenditure of the Registration Department, the former being 
Rs. 3,49,004 against Rs. 3,28,958 and the latter Rs. 1,66,315 against 
Rs. 1,66, 927. 


18. The total receipts of the Hyderabad Municipality increased from 
. Rs. 8,81,895 to Rs. 9,07,939, the main increase being 

Hyderabad Munieipa ity. under House Tax, Animal and Vehicle Tax and Muni- 
cipal Fines. The expenditure also rose from Rs. 8,10,762 to Rs. 8,35,043, 
the excess being due to the purchase of necessaries for the Peace Memorial 
Serai at Nampalli and of canvas pipes for the Fire Brigade : the upkeep of 
gardens on the Azam Jahi and Moazzam Jahi roads ; and the purchase of 
stationery for the Mir Mohallas and their establishments. The arrears of 
house tax remaining uncollected at the end of 1333 F. was 97,312 against 
87,609 in 1832 Fasli. 


19. As before, there were 15 Districts and 103 Taluk Boards during 
the year under report. The year 1333 F. opened 
*■ with a cash balance of Rs. 46,46,873. The total 

receipts collected during the year amounted to Rs. 22,55,412 against an ex- 
penditure of Rs. 20,77,988, thus leaving a balance of Rs. 48,24,352 at the 
close of 1333 F. Over and above the receipts of the Local Boards the Govern- 
ment contributed a sum of Rs. 5,00,000 which was utilized in connection 
with the various Water Work schemes undertaken in different districts, 
taluks and populated villages of commercial centres. At present, 891 
schools are aided by the Local Boards and 1,204 schools are wholly maintain- 
ed by them. Besides, the Local Boards grant aid to 7 Allopathic and 27 
Ayurvedic dispensaries and maintain 77 Yunani dispensaries. The total 
amount spent over Education and Medical and Sanitation in 1338F. amounted 
Rs. 3,28,493 and Rs. 2,21,718, respectively. The amount spent by the Boards 



over constraction and repair* of buddings and roads aggregated Rs. 4^1,266 
and Rs. 1,4S,969, respectively. The Local Boards also spent Rs. 6,55,908 on 
conservaney and gardens. 


20. The total expenditure of the Military Department in 1883 F. was 
^ _ Rs. 61^52,890 as against Rs. 59,01,994 in 1882 F. 

Miitary partment. After the suppression of the Gulbarga riots which 

occurred during the year under report His Exalted Highness the Nizam or- 
dered the Chief Commander of the Regular Troops to garrison the thickly 
populated towns in the districts with detachments of Regular Forces so 
that in the event of disturbances in future the garrisons with the aid of the 
local police force might be able to suppress them, obtaining necessary help 
from the Chief Military Depot at the Capital which should always be in readi- 
ness. Accordingly an army of 2,000 strong and fully equipped with machine 
guns, etc., was ordered to be collected and distributed as follows : — 


(1) Aurangabad, Gulbarga, Osmanabad, Raichur, Momin- 
abad, Bidar, Nanded, Hingoli, Nizamabad, and Kazi- 
pet (Warangal) 200 men each or in all 2,000 


(2) Reserve . . . . . . . . 100 


Total .. 2,100 


With a view to garrison the district towns permanently in obedience 
to His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s commands the work of selecting 2,000 
men from Irregular Forces is going on and after giving them a thorough 
training for 2 or 3 years the Regular detachments of the districts will be 
removed to the Capital and replaced by the newly trained squadrons. 
Thus 481 men were enlisted during the year and their training Avas begun. 

In March 1923 a select party of the Hyderabad Imperial Service Troops 
under the command of Majors Mohamed Azmatullah and Mirza Qadir Beg 
was sent to be present at the XVth Imperial Cavalry Brigade War Memorial 
at Delhi.

Affricultuie. 


The sixtieth anniversary of the formation of Regular Troops took place 
during the year under report (March 1928). 

As in the previous year, the Department of Agriculture was mainly 
occupied with the encouragement of long staple 
cotton known as “ Hyderabad Gaorani.” During 
the year, 9,150 candies of pure selected seed were purchased at a cost of 
Rs. 2,48,198 and distributed as takavi in 5 taluks of the Parbhani District 
and one taluk in the Bir District. The area sown with seed supplied by the 
Department was 3,28,567 acres. The Department was engaged in the en- 
couragement of Eri Silk Industry and experiments with sugar-cane and its 
rotational crops, Combodia cotton, castor, ground-nuts, paddy and vegetable 
crops. Experiments were also conducted for reclamation of alkaline soils. 
A number of wells in different places were deepened by means of the Musto’s 
boring machines and Calyx Core Drill. The number of the Agricultural Asso- 
ciations stood at 33 at the end of the year. The Agricultural Department 
issues a monthly journal in Urdu and also published bulletins on the culti- 
vation and use of Sagarmotta (S. hemp) and leaflets on insect pests, etc. 

The total rainfall in the Dominions for the monsoon period was 
16 per cent, below the normal, being 25*82 inches 
against the average rainfall of 28*18 inches in the 
previous year. The South-West monsoon started late and there was 
no rain till the 28th June. But afterwards the monsoon tecame 
active, giving fairly good rain all over the Dominions except in the 
Raichur District where the kharif and early rice crops fared badly owing 
to deficient rainfall. The North-East monsoon commenced with scattered 
showers and the rabi sowings took place in time except in the taluks of 
Lingsugur and Sindhnur in the Raichur District and Shorapur in the Gul- 
barga District where no sowings took place owing to the complete failure of

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the North-East monsoon. Late rice cultivation was much restricted on 
account of supply of water in irrigation sources. On the whole, the season 
was not bad except in the Raichur District where on account of the failure of 
crops famine relief measures became necessary on a large scale. 


28. The number of Co-operative Societies in the State rose by 9*8 
, „ , . per cent. (1,698 against 1,546) and the number of 

o-operatve cetes. members in them by 8" 6 per cent. (48,718 against 

40,244). There were 19 Central Banks, 1,425 Agricultural and 254 Non- 
Agricultural Societies. The working capital of these banks and societies 
showed a rise of 11 ’6 per cent, against 7*6 in the previous year (Rs. 1,09,37,548 
against Rs. 97,95,070) and of this the owned capital of the Societies 
(Share Money and Reserve Fund combined) exceeded that of the preceding 
year by Rs. 7,82,057 and amounted to Rs. 87,05,175 which comes to 33*8 
per cent, of the total working capital. The total amount of loans from 
Government and Central Banks increased from Rs. 42,45,268 to Rs. 45,39,983. 
Including Rs. 14,13,765 advanced to the members of Agricultural and Non- 
Agricultural Societies during the year, the total outstanding against them 
was Rs. 63,00,712. Of this, Rs. 9,64,512 were recovered, leaving a balance 
of Rs. 53,36,200. 


24. The number of Spinning and Weaving Mills in the State was the 
same as in the previous year, viz., 4. The number of 
Factories. cotton ginning and pressing factories increased from 

235 to 250 and of other factories from 187 to 195, the main increase being 
in flour mills. 


25. The aggregate value of the trade of the Dominions rose from 3,623 
, lakhs to 3,913 lakhs or a rise of 8 per cent. Compared 

*■ with the previous year there was an increase 3 * 8 per- 

cent. under imports and 12*5 per cent, under exports. The increase in the 
value of exports was mainly under cotton, linseed, castor seeds and sesamum 
while the decrease was under cotton-seed, and oil and ghee. The increase 
under imports was chiefly under piece goods, yam, salt, fruits, gold and 
silver. 


26. The construction of all the buildings connected with the Alcohol 

Factory at Kamareddi and the erection of machinery 

Industries and Commerce. . ., Vv j-mi j Tr<ii_ ±. 

in the Distillery and Ether storage rooms were com- 
pleted during the year. The work of erection in the Boiler and Power 
House is nearing completion. The Government Demonstration Weaving 
Factory at Hyderabad and three demonstration centres at Gulburga, 
Mahbubnagar and Armur have, as before, been giving practical training to 
the local weavers. During the year, no new centre was opened but at the 
request of a few institutions a trained staff was deputed to give instruction 
to students in weaving. In all, 152 slays and 116 dobbies were sold through 
an agent, while 26 slays and 41 dobbies were sold departmentally. The 
Industrial Laboratory at Hyderabad analysed 400 samples of different 
Government departments and private people and conducted experiments on 
such industrial subjects as (1) the manufacture of thymol from ajwan (2) 
the manufacture of glue and gelatin (3) the manufacture of boiled oil and 
polish from local raw materials as well as boot polish from the locally made 
methylated spirit and crude lac (4) the extraction of distempers from white 
clay found in the State, and (5) the refining of crude salt found in the 
Raichur district. It also undertook research work in connection with the 
following subjects during the year ; — 


1. Deterioration of sugar percentage and decrease in the yield of 

alcohol ; 

2. Use of spent mohwa as field and garden crop manure ; 

8. Sterilizing drinking water by chlorine method and 

4. Extraction of oil from onion and garlic. 
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The'^ahabad Cement Co., Limited^ which was floated in 1922 was 
granted a debenture loan by the Government of B.G. Rs. 10 lakhs , to enable 
them to complete the factory and start manufacture of cement. 


27. The total expenditure on ordinary irrigation works amounted to 
o. VI- «r 1 ... . A®-' 21,79,798 against Rs. 23,28,081 in the previous 

1C or i pa men . Beside these, the executive Staff of the Irriga- 

tion Branch carried out during the year the works of the Development 
Department, Special Buildings and Roads, Famine works and certain Capit- 
al works aggregating in all Rs. 9,88,129. Thus the total cost of works 
executed by the Irrigation Branch amounted to Rs. 31,67,922 against 
Rs. 29,22,658. The percentage of establishment charges (8,86,502 against 
Rs. 10,00,407) to the total expenditure on works was 27 • 98 against 84 * 22 
in 1382 F. Expenditure amounting to Rs. 17,02,061 was incurred on the 
Himayatsagar project. Work in connection with the Nizamsagar project, 
the Mahbubnahar extension project, the Wyra project, the Palair project, 
the left bank canal of the Manjira project, the Royanpalli project and the 
Singabhopalam project was in progress during the year under report. 
The total amount spent over these projects in 1833 F. was Rs. 43,03,362 
against the budget grant of Rs. 40,00,000. 


The total amount spent by the General Branch on Works (Build- 
ings and Communications) was Rs. 85,26,215 against Rs. 36,46,986. 
Rs. 18,83,629 were spent on buildings and Rs. 21,42,586 on communications. 
Besides the above, an expenditure of Rs. 2,05,853 was incurred during the 
year in the Architect’s Circle for constructing the Begumpett Hostel (now 
.Tagirdars’ High School) and the Osmania Technical Institute for which funds 
were obtained from the departments concerned. Thus the total amount 
spent by the department on Works aggregated Rs. 37,32,068. The per- 
eentage of establishment eharges (Rs. 8,09,283 against Rs. 8,28,865) on 
the total expenditure on Works (Rs. 37,32,068) was 21 '6 against 22*7 in the 
previous year. The total expenditure incurred during the year on the 
Hyderabad Works was Rs. 3,43,754. Rs. 2,74,765 were spent on Works 
and Rs. 68,989 on Establishment. The principal building under construct- 
ion was the Osmania General Hospital which is nearing completion, the 
total amount spent on it to the end of 1333 F. being Rs. 17,68,270. The 
construction of Jagirdars’ School and Hostel at Begumpett was completed 
during the year at a cost of Rs. 5,54,585. 


28. The total receipts of the Telephone Department amounted to 
. Rs. 1,33,211 as against Rs. 1,37,222 or a fall of 2’9 
per cent, while the working expenses of the Depart- 
ment rose by 51*05 per cent. (Rs. 1,32,625 against Rs. .88,096), thus leaving 
a surplus of income over expenditure of Rs. 586 as against Rs. 49,126. The 
fall in the amount of surplus profit was duo to depreciation and interest on 
the new capital outlay. Out of Rs. 10,00,000 sanctioned in 1382 F. for the 
reconstruction of the Telephone system which was started in 1329 F., the 
total expenditure to the end of 1333 F. aggregated Rs, 9,29,272. 


29. During the year ending 30th September 1924 the section of the 
Kazipett-Bellarsha Railway line from Kazipett to 
Peddapalli, distance 46 * 98 miles, was opened for 
traffic on the 1st February. From Peddapalli to Ramgundum (11*77 miles) 
the line was opened on the 1st July 1925. Metre gauge goods trains were 
discontinued between Secunderabad and Hyderabad Broad Gauge Railway 
Station, and the 5*78 miles of metre gauge rails were removed from the 
track. At the close of 1333 F. the open mileage in the Dominions was 
941*76 miles : 888*88 miles under broad gauge and 552*88 under metre 
gauge. The net earnings of the Broad Gauge system amounted to 
Rs. 48,99,114, giving a percentage of 8*29 on the capital expenditure 
against 9*90 in the previous year ; those of the Hyderabad-Godavari 
Valley Metre Gauge line amounted to Rs. 44,29,999 yielding a percentage 
of 12*24 on the capital expenditure against 12*48 in 1332 F. ; those of the 
Secunderabad-Kurnool line as far as Gudwal were Rs. 1,19,095 giving a 
percentage of 1 *02 on the Capital outlay against 1 *09 in 1832 F. ; those of 
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the Puma-Hingoli Metre Gauge line were Rs. 84,122 giving a percentage 
of 2 ' 73 on the Capital expended against 8 ’ 20 in the previous year ; and those 
of the Kazipett-Bellarsha Railway line as far as Peddapalli amoimted to 
Rs. 13,739 which works out to 17 per cent, on the capital invested. 


M ines and Quarries. 


80. Compared with the previous year the out-turn of coal at the 
Singareni Collieries and at the Sasti and Paoni Col- 
lieries decreased by 9,499'6tons and 4,154’75 tons, 
respectively, the royalty paid on the total output (6,19,725 tons) at the 
former was Rs. 69,719 and that on the total output (25,049*5 tons) at the 
latter was Rs. 3,131. There were 35 accidents resulting in 27 deaths at the 
■ Singareni Collieries, while at the Sasti Collieries there were 8 accidents. 
The income from Shahabad Stone quarries rose from Rs. 28,048 to Rs. 29,069. 


l^osta! Department. 


81. The total number of post-offices decreased from 800 to 761 which 
works out to one post-office for every 108*5 square 
miles against every 103*3 square miles in the preceding 
year. The number of postal articles carried increased from 2,49,96,860 to 
2,94,22,529. Including Rs. 19,20,957 deposited by the public in the Postal 
Savings Banks, the total amount to the credit of the depositors at the close of 
the year was Rs. 24,93,450, of which Rs. 12,35,220 were withdrawn, leaving 
Rs. 12,58,230 at the end of 1333 F. The total income of the Postal Depart- 
n)ent rose from Rs. 8,09,616 to Rs. 8,43,973 or an increa.se of 4*2 per cent. 


The expenditure also rose from Rs. 9,10,980 to Rs. 9,18,466, and as compared 
with receipts there was an excess expenditure of Rs. 74,493 against 
Rs. 1,01,364 in the previous year. 


32. During the year underreport, 1,34,82,483 silver coins, 1,21,21,636 
bronze coins and 9,894 gold coins were minted. The 
^*'‘**' total expenditure on the Mint Department was 

Rs. 2,29,696 as against Rs. 2,03,540 in the pi-eceding year. 


33. The total receipts from the sale of Stamp papers, etc., amounted 
to Rs. 17,97,188 as against Rs. 16,90,440 in 1332 F. 
The expenditure amounted to Rs. 1,98,398 against 
Rs. 1,57,907 in the preceding year. 


34. The number of hospitals and dispensaries increased by 10 (70 
against 60). The number of animals treated by the 
iiviiVeteimmy Dcpartniuit. Assistant Inspectors on tour and in 

hospitals rose by 7*2 per cent. (1,32,596 against 1,23,690). Deaths from 
contagious diseases increased from 4,426 to 12,020, which is reported to be 
<lue to better notification of deaths by Revenue and other officials. The 
number of preventive inoculations rose from 11,967 to 17,009. The number 
of stallions in the stud at the end of 1333 F. was 60 against 58 in 1332 F. 
The expenditure incurred on the Veterinary Department during 1333 F. 
was Rs. 2,99,335 against Rs. 2,64,989 in the previous year. 


35. There was an increase in the total number of hospitals and dis- 
pensaries in the State (146 against 132) and in the 
Medical Relief. total numbcr of patients treated in them (11,27,973) 

against 10,33,638). The daily average of indoor patients as well as outdoor 
j)atients was higher than that of the preceding year by 9*89 in the case of 
former and by 836 * 40 in the case of the latter. The total number of articles 
examined in the Chemical and Bacteriological Laboratory showed a slight 
decrease (1,549 against 1,564) and of these, 995 were examined chemically 
and 554 bacteriologically. The medico-legal cases examined numbered 180 
against 186 in 1332 F. The laboratory continued to treat cases bitten by 
rabid animals, obtaining the necessary vaccine from the Pasteur Institute, 
Coonoor. The number of such cases during the year was 139 (138 bitten by 
dogs and 1 by monkey) against 125 in the previous year. The total expen- 
diture incurred on the Medical Department was Rs. 11,78,054 against 
Rs. 11,58,297 in 1832 Fasli. 


36. The total number of vaccinations successfully performed decreased 
from 1,03,090 to 1,01,598. The total expenditure 
incurred by the Department on vaccination was 
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Rs. 49,979 against Rs. 47,472 in 1882 F., the average cost for each successful 
operation being 7 annas 9 pies against 7 annas and 4 pies in the preceding 
year. 

87. Compared with the previous year there was an increase in the total 
„ . number of births (1,13,244 against 1,09,307) as well 

“ as of deaths (1,48,494 against 1,35,865). The birth 

rate and the death rate per mille of population increased from 8 * 84 to 9 • 16 
and from 10*99 to 11*61, respective! v. Thus the death rate per mille of 
population was in excess of birth rate by 2*45 against 2*15 in the 
previous year. Of the total number of deaths, fevers alone accounted for 
82,812 deaths. Of all districts in the Dominions, Raichur and Nizamabad 
suffered most from cholera ; Raichur, Hyderabad City and Atraf-e-Balda 
from fevers ; Parbhani, Bidar, Nanded and Osmanabad from plague. 


As before, there were 15 travelling dispensaries. The number of villages 
visited by them was 1,175 against 1,385 in the previous year, while the num- 
ber of patients treated was 18,946 against 24,109. Besides, they performed 
surgical operations (480), plague inoculations (4,143) and vaccinations 
(5,414). The total cost of the dispensaries amounted to Rs. 70,682 against 
Rs. 1,09,499 in 1332 Fasli. 

38. There were 9 Government and 16 aided Yunani and Ayurvedic 
Yunani Medical Depart. dispensaries in the Hyderabad City. The number of 

patients treated in these dispensaries decreased from 
14,03,335 to 13,21,986 in the previous year. There was also a fall in the 
surgical cases which numbered 1,07,087 against 1,20,155. The total amount 
spent on this Department was Rs. 1,32,090 against Rs. 1,44,203 in the 
previous year. 


39. The number of lunatics in the Lunatic Asylum increased from 
. 125 to 223. Of these, 59 were discharged cured, 19 

.unatic sy urn. Were Committed to the care of their relatives and 12 

died, leaving 133 lunatics at the end of the year. The total expenditure on 
the Asylum was Rs. 25,816 against Rs. 20,379 and the average cost per head 
was Rs. 196-14-1 against Rs. 168-6-10 in the previous year. 


40. The number of educational institutions (Government, Aided and 
Recognized) fell from 4,141 to 4,040 while the number 
ucution. pupils rose from 2,41,121 to 2,42,398. The fall in 

the number of institutions was mainly due to the abolition of Primary 
Schools of the experimental type, the savings effected being utilized for over- 
hauling and reorganizing 54 Government and 12 Local Fund Schools. These 
Experimental Schools, as their name implies, are purely tentative and are 
started in the most backward areas. If they prosper and attract a sufficient 
number of students they are converted either into Local Fund or Shahi 
Primary Schools with the required staff and equipment ; otherwise they 
are abolished in the interests of more deserving schools. During the year 
the Final M.A. and LL.B. Classes were opened in the Osmania University. 
Senior Intermediate Classes in the College Departments of the City High 
School, Hyderabad, jand the Aurangabad High School and Junior Intermed- 
iate Class in the ^nana High School, Nampalli, were also opened during 
the year. The year under review will be memorable in the history of the 
University for the fact that at a Special Convocation held on the 22nd Azur 
1333 F., the Degree of “ Sultan-uI-Ulum ” was presented to His Exalted 
Highness. The total expenditure on education fell from Rs. 70,18,072 to 
Rs. 68,29,902, and of this, Rs. 46,19,481 were for direct expenditure and 
Rs. 22,10,421 for indirect expenditure. 


The number of students in the Arts Faculty of the Osmania University 
rose from 418 to 515 and the results of the University Examinations were also 
very creditable. In the Previous LL.B. Examination, 26 out of 40 candi- 
dates were successful. For the B.A. Examination, 87 appeared and 55 passed. 
Besides, 11 candidates in the B. A. Examination passed in one group only. 
Out of 179 candidates who appeared for the Intermediate Examination 114 
were successful. In addition to these, 18 candidates in the Intermediate 



Examination passed in one group only. During the year two female can- 
didates appeared jirivately, one for the B. A. and the other for the Inter- 
mediate Examination, and both of them were successful. 

The strength of the Nizam College rose from 221 to 261 and the results 
produced by the College were very satisfactory. Six candidates sat for 
the B. Sc., Degree and 14 for the B. A. Degree Examination of the Madras 
University ; 4 of the former and 1 1 of the latter were successful in obtaining 
the degree. Two candidates appeared in the Preliminary English Exami- 
nation for B. A. Honours and both of them were successful, and of the 8, who 
appeared for the B. Sc. Degree Preliminary Examination, 5 were successful. 
Seventy-one candidates sat for the Intermediate Examination and 43 passed. 
Of the candidates that failed in the B. A. Degree Examination, 2 passed in 
Part land one in Part II, and of those in the Intermediate Examination, 9 
passed in Part I and 4 in Part II. 

The number of English High Schools remained the same as in the pre- 
ceding year, viz., 15, while the Osmania High Schools increased from 11 to 
15. The results of the High School Leaving Certificate Examination and 
that of the Osmania Matriculation Examination were satisfactory. In the 
Primary Schools for boys the number of pupils increased from 1,69,891 to 
1,70,616. 


41. There was an increase in the number of books published during 
the year, 268 as against 258 in the preceding year, 
ter* ore an rtss. Among thcsc, 107 dealt with Theology and Ethics, 

58 with Law, 9 with History, 6 with Poetry and Drama, and the remainder 
with Education, Fiction, Hygiene, etc. Besides these, 11 books bearing on 
various Sciences and Arts, History and Philosophy were also published by 
the Translation Bureau. The Dairat-ul-Mariff Press printed during the 
year the 3rd and 4th Volumes of the famous book “ Mustadrik ” and also 
published 3 other famous Arabic books, viz., Masael-Mutafarika (relating to, 
medicine, etc.), Istahmn-ul-Khouz (relating to Muslim Theology), and 
Masafat-ush-Sharkiya (relating to Astronomy). Six new presses were 
opened and license was given for publication of 3 periodicals. 


42. The Milne-Shaw Seismograph and the Drum Chronograph with the 
. transit instrument were installed during the year. The 

ream a serve orv. work Connected with the Astrographic Catalogue con- 
tinued to form the chief item of the year’s programme. 70 photographs were 
taken with the Astrographic Equatorial telescope and measures of 56 plates 
were completed. The remaining portion of the MSS. of Vol. V (Zone 21") 
was sent to the Press and the standard co-ordinates (R. A. 14'* to C'j 
were computed for the refertnee stars (in Dec. 23") from the Cordoba 
Catalogue, and reductions for 52 plates in this Zone completed. Eleven plates 
were taken with a single long exposure on a region with centre in Dec. 17" 
preceded and followed by exposures of equal duration on a suitable Harvard 
standard region. Some methods were being investigated for the revision of 
photographic magnitude of the Hyderabad Catalogue and experiments were 
also made for determining proper motions by exposing a plate on the glass 
side and superposing it on the original negative for comparison. The Grubb 
Equatorial telescope commenced its observations from May 1924 and 35 
observations were made— the transit of Mercury on May 8th and two lunar 
eclipses being carefully observed. 


43. The accounts for 1333 F. show that the ordinary Service receipts 
Government Income and exceeded the original estimate by 35 * 29 lakhs 
Expenditure. (752*07 net against 716*78 estimate) while the ordi- 

nary Service expenditure was less than the estimated expenditure by 45*21 
lakhs (615*27 net against 660*48 estimate). As a result of better hus- 
banding of resources and exercise of economy by the departments owing to 
the inducements held out by the departmentalization of finances, the aggre- 
gate result in the year 1333 F. was much better than the preceding year. 
The ordinary Service surplus was 186*80 lakhs against 99*15 lakhs Actuals 
for 1832 F., 40*58 lakhs Normal of 1882 F. and 56*80 lakhs Original Estimate 
for 1838 F. After providing for 25 lakhs on account of Famine Bisurance 
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(15*00) and Debt Redemption (10*00) and meeting the Extraordinary- 
Net Expenditure of 11*84 lakhs the year still leaves a surplus of 100*40 
lakhs, of which 29*24 lakhs was placed to the credit of the departments and 
71*22 lakhs was the net surplus to Government which was better by 48*08 
lakhs and 55 * 69 lakhs, respectively, than the Original and the Normal of 
1888 F. and by 89*22 than the Actauls of 1882 F. The coins issued 
for circulation amounted to Rs. 98*15 lakhs and those withdrawn from 
circulation to 3*08 lakhs. 

The Budget provision for Capital undertakings was 122*67 lakhs 
against which the actual expenditure imcurred was 79 * 56 lakhs. The Esti-

45. The expenditure on account of religious and charitable grants rose 

from Rs. 10,06,022 to Bs. 11,68,158, the increase 
Ecclesiastical Department. being mainly due to Rs. 1,16,696 granted for repairs 

to Masjid-i-Aqsa. An account of the measures 
introduced in the Religious Department by the Sadr-us-Sudur will be found 
in para. 372 of the Report. 

46. As before, there were 8 main and feeder lines and 39 sub-stations. 

The number of consumers including Secunderabad 
Eiectncity. increased from 8,648 to 4,027. The total energy 

sold during the year showed an increase of 6*9 per cent. (59,05,081 units 
against 55,22,176 units) thus enhancing the revenue by 6*3 per cent. 
(8,67,752 against Rs. 8,15,882). The net profit of the Department, after 
deducting the cost of generation and distribution and the depreciation 
amount was Rs. 98,269 or 2*2 per cent, on the capital outlay (Rs. 42,05,484) 
as against 4 * 5 per cent, in the preceding year. The fall in profits was due 
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to the working of both the Power Stations and the appearance of plague 
epidemic. 

47. The value of work turned out during the year was Rs. 5,14,248 

against Rs. 4,99,702 or a rise of 2*9 per cent. After 
deducting the total expenditure of Rs. 5,12,019 
incurred during the year from the total receipts the net profit of the 
Department amounted to Rs. 2,224. 

48. The works in progress during 1333 F. were chiefly the construction

ment to Rs. 1,23,808. 

49. As usual, the Statistical Department prepared the weekly season

to inland trade and periodical returns regarding Joint- 
Stock Companies. Statistics were also compiled and published in respect 
of large industrial establishments. Spinning and Weaving Mills, Agriculture 
and Wages. The rainfall statistics for 30 years (1304-1333 F.), the statistics 
of house rents in Hyderabad, Residency Bazaars, and the Cantonments of 
Secunderabad and Bolarum for the septennium (1323-1329 F.), and the 
Postal statistics for the quinquennium (1325-1329 F.) were compiled dur- 
ing the year. Partial statistics were collected concerning mortality on 
account of snake bite and attacks of wild animals. Besides these the 
statistical charts showing the course of prices and quantities of certain 
commodities of commercial importance for the period 1320-1330 F. were 
prepared. Another useful compilation undertaken by the department 
was the Statistical Abstract of His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s Domin- 
ions containing statistics of general interest relating to all the departments 
of the State. This covers a period of 10 years (1320-1330 F. ) and contains 
101 tables, of which, 50 have been finished. 


50. The compilation of tables required for the Statistical Volume of 
,, „ each District (34 in number) has been undertaken.

During the year, 30 tables were prepared for the 
Aurangabad District, 12 for the Gulburga District, and 9 for the Bidar 
District. The tables prepared for other districts vary from 8 to 1. It 
is hoped that the Table Volumes of all the districts and the first Volumes of 
the districts of Aurangabad, Gulbarga and Bidar will be ready by next year. 


51. A detailed list of survey numbers (made over by the Revenue 
,, _ , Department and the Forest Department for purpose 

Development Department. • j 

of colonization in accordance with the decision of the 
Development Board) was published during the year showing whether they 
were fit or unfit for cultivation and whether they contained any source of 
irrigation and the name of the taluk and village where they existed and their 
distance from the Railway Station. The al^ve list also contained survey 
numbers of all taluks of the Adilabad District, 6 taluks of the Warangal 
District, one taluk of the Karimnagar District and one taluk of the Mahbub- 
nagar District, their total area being 6,77,626 acres. Of this, 4,09,682 acres 
of land were shown as fit for cultivation and 2,67,944 acres unfit for culti- 
vation. Owing to frequent corrections in the total area of land made over 
for colonization and settlement of objections, the work of distribution of 
blocks to the purchasers could not be started, with the result that out of 
Rs. 6,08,311 paid by the purchasers, Rs. 92,907 were withdrawn by them. 


The total grant provided in the budget for commimications, buildings and 
irrigation woncs under this Department in 1888 F. was Rs. 12,76,874, but 
the actual expenditure amounted to Rs. 8,70,788. Of this, Rs. 5,46,845 were 
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spent on works, Rs. 2,86,025 on establishment and Rs. 87,868 on tools and 
plant. 

52. Of the monuments inspected during the year the historical fort 

at Parenda is the most important. This fort, which 
rcteoogy. Bahmani period, is interesting 

for the very high skill in Military Engineering, its fortifications, and the 
mosque it possesses which is a gem of the early Muslim style of the Deccan. 
The work of clearing and fixing the frescoes at Ajanta has been going on 
steadily. In the field of inscriptions, a Canarese record was discovered by 
the Director at Bodhan while inspecting the mosque there. It refers to 
the reign of the Chalukya King Trailokyamalla (Somesvara I) and bears a 
date corresponding to A.D. 1056. Another inscription engraved on three 
copper plates was discovered by fishermen in a river at Beyrkor in Bodhan 
Taluk of the Nizamabad District. The plates belong to the reign of the great 
Queen Rudramamba and are important for the history of the Kakatiyas. 
They mention some feudal princes not known from the Kakatiya records 
published so far. The date corresponds to A.D. 1273. These inscriptions will 
by published in the Hyderabad Archaeological Series. During the year under 
review, 605 coins consisting of 151 gold, 400 silver and 54 copper or other 
metal, were added to the Numismatic Cabinet of the Hyderabad Museum. 
Some of the coins prove the existence of a rare Mughal Mint at Parenda 
(Osmanabad Distriet) and Kamkurti (Gulbarga District). In the field of con- 
servation Rs. 15,298 were spent during the year on account of repairs done 
to mosques, tombs, temples and caves, etc.. The repairs to the famous 
Thousand-pillared temple at Hanamkonda which had been going on for sever- 
al years were completed during the year at a total cost of Rs. 38,789. 

53. The work turned out by the Press during the year was very 

^ encouraging. As compared with the previous year 

there was an increase of 10*8 per cent, m the number 
of pages composed, 24*3 per cent, in the impressions printed, 9' 2 per cent, 
in the number of Litho pages composed and 17*5 per cent, in the impressions 
printed thereon. There was, however, a slight fall in the binding work. 
Besides perforation, embossing, ruling, numbering, Vandyke work was 
also done by the Press. Fairly good work was done in the Nastaliq type. 
Two good caligraphists have been trained and the work of cutting one series 
of punches is nearing completion and the types cast from them are expected 
by the Superintendent to be as perfect as modern mechanical efficiency can 
effect. There was an increase in the total receipts (Rs. 1,94,091 against 
Rs. 1,83,948) as well as in the total expenditure (Rs. 1,89,959 against 
Rs. 1,74,490) of the Press Department, resulting in a profit of Rs. 4,132 only 
against Rs. 9,458 in 1332 F. The fall in the profit is chiefly due to the faulty 
schedule of rates which does not allow of the Press getting full credit for 
the actual cost of work done for the public offices in spite of improvement in 
the quality of work turned out by the Press with the up-to-date machinery 
with which it has been equipped; to the depreciation charges on plant and 
machinery having amounted to as much as Rs. 27,588 during the year ; and 
to short working hours of the Press operatives owing to the prevalence of 
plague. The recommendations made for revising the existing schedule 
of rates by Rao Bahadur K. Jagadisan, Examiner of Government of India 
Press Accounts after his inspection of the Press, have been approved by 
the Honourable the Finance Member.

97*12 in the preceding year. In Mahratwada the highest percentage of 
collections was in Parbhani and Osmanabad, being cent per cent., and the 
lowest in Raichur (77*99) owing mainly to the prevalence of famine con- 
ditions in certain taluks necessitating the postponement of Kharif and Rabi 
Kists to next year, while in Telingana the nighest percentage was in Karim- 
nagar (98*97) and the lowest in Warangal (88 * 30). The demand on account 
of arrears including Sivai Jamabandi additions during the course of the year 
amounted to Rs. 44,63,906. Out of this, Rs. 2,98,809 were written off and 
Rs. 7,73,260 were collected, leaving a balance of Rs. 33,96,837 to be collected 
at the close of the year. Including the balance of current demand remaining, 
the total recoverable arrears at the close of 1333 F. was Rs. 45,18,315 against 
Rs. 44,49,456 at the close of the previous year. The heaviest arrears were 
in the districts of Warangal (15*39 lakhs), Mcdak(9*46 lakhs), Raichur 
(4 * 73 lakhs), Aurangabad (2*74 lakhs), Mahbubnagar (2*33 lakhs), Karimnagar 
(1*43 lakhs) and Nizamabad (1*16 lakhs). 

The increase of arrears in the Raichur district is due to the famine con- 
ditions already referred to. The heavy arrears in the Aurangabad district 
are a legacy of the famine which prevailed in 1329 and 1330 F. It is, 
however, satisfactory to note that the arrears which amounted to 
Rs. 19,21,248 in 1330 F. steadily came down to Rs. 2,74,147 at the 
close of the year under report, and it is hoped that by next year normal 
condition will be established. The increase of arrears in Gulbarga is also 
ascribed to bad seasons. The rest of the Mahratwada districts have shown 
an improvement except Bidar where the increase, though small, is unac- 
counted for. 


The Telingana districts, however, show generally an increase in out- 
standings, and what improvement was shown in the collection of current 
demand would appear to have been neutralized by slackness in the collec- 
tion of arrears. Unless collection of arrears also proceeds vigorously there 
can be no hope of the arrears ever decreasing. Nalgonda, Adilabad and 
Karimnagar, however, deserve credit for having reduced their outstandings. 


6. With the exception of the districts of Raichur and Mahbubnagar, 
the total number of coercive processes issued during 
the year was 302 as against 503 in the previous year 
the largest number issued being in the district of Nalgonda (129).

35 . Including arrears of the previous year the total number of Forest 
cases for disposal during 1333 F. was 9,561, of which 
3,584 were disposed of, leaving a balance of 5,977 
at the close of the year. The fines realized amounted to Rs. 45,945 against 
Rs. 43,041 in 1332 F. Out of the 21 cases prosecuted in the Courts 16 were 
decided : conviction was obtained in 2 cases and in 14 cases the offenders 
were discharged. 


36. Fire protection was attempted over an area of 4,05,646 acres 
Fire Protection and against 6,01,967 in tlic previous year. The decrease 

Protection from Cattle. was mainly in the Karimnagar and the Medak Div- 
isions ; in the former, fire protection was limited to small selected areas, 
while in the latter only the felled eoupes were fire protected. Numerous 
fires occurred in all the Divisions. The cost of protection varied between 
Rs. 4-7-1 per 100 acres in the Karimnagar Division to Rs. 0-5-2 in the Kham- 
mam Division. The area of Forests totally closed to grazing rose from 186*51 
sq. miles to 202 * 05 sq. miles or 2 * 6 per cent, to 2 * 8 per ceirt. of the Protected 
Forest area and the area closed to goats from 6,191 *95 sq. miles to 6,651 * 16 
sq. miles. 


37. Natural reproduction from coppice was fair in all the Divisions 

Sylviculture Eastern Circle (except the Medak Division) 

and in two Divisions of the Western Circle while 
regeneration from seed was not satisfactory in any Division. Attempts at 
artificial reproduction did not prove very successful mainly to late rains. 
Tussar grubs were, however, successfully reared on 400 Nallamoddi trees 
and small cocoons were found. In the Nanded Division sowings and wced- 
ings were carried out in the babul ban at Parbhani with good results. 

38. The total area systematically exploited during the year under 

Exploitations. report was 25,940 acres as against 13,055 acres in 

1332 F. The removal of small timber and fuel for 
agricultural purposes was allowed from open forest area in places far away 
from working plan areas. During the year under report a large quantity 
of dead and dying timber was felled for the supply of sleepers to the Nizam’s 
Guaranteed State Railway Co. Out of 2,017 sleepers supplied, the Railway 
Company accepted only 1,765 sleepers on payment of Rs. 13,042-7-8. No 
free grant of timber was sanctioned during the year.

42. In the concluding part of his report the Inspector General has 
^ , made some general remarks from which the follow- 

mg are taken : — 

(i) The Madras Pencil Factory intimated that the specimen of Odina 
Wodeer wood sent to them was suitable for pencil making and asked the 
Forest Department for quotations, which were called for from both the 
Circles. 

(ii) Messrs. Abdul Razack & Co., have started a museum of Indian 
medicinal plants in Hyderabad, and to meet their desire, specimens of indi- 
genous herbs, fruits and similar minor forest products were supplied to them. 
The firm was further supplied with information regarding the quantities 
available and the cost of collection and transport, etc. 

(iii) Arrangements were completed with the Railway for the construct- 
ion of the siding into the yard of the Depot for the supply of fuel at cheaper 
rates at Hyderabad and the sanction of Government was seeured on this 
account, but the actual construction of the siding eould not be taken in 
hand during the year.

Adding Rs. 6,25,552 on account of the 25 per cent, contribution made by 
the Sarf-i-Khas out of the receipts of the Hyderabad and Secunderabad 
Customs houses and the Sarf-i-Khas nakas on the Gadag line, the total 
Dewani Customs Revenue amounted to Rs. 1,38,08,937 as against 
Rs. 1,33,05,838 in 1332 F. The increase, as will be shown later, was mainly 
due to increased imports of salt and foreign manufactures from over-seas 
principally cloth and haberdashery. 

The principal increases in imports were under Cloth (Rs. 3,88,284) Salt 
(Rs.2,66,516), Haberdashery (Rs.l, 03,108), Corrugated Iron sheets (Rs. 76, 125), 
Yam (Rs. 69,450). The principal decreases occurred under Jaggery 
(Rs. 48,316), Machinery (Rs. 22,750), and Hides and Leather Rs. (10,065). 

As regards exports it is observed that for the last 3 years there has been 
a continuous decrease under this head. This is explained to be mainly due

to unsatisfactory agricultural conditions affecting the production of the prin- 
cipal raw products of the State on the export of which revenue under this 
head is entirely dependent. It may also be remarked in this connection 
that the decrease is with reference to the actual quantities exported, 
whereas the increase spoken of under this head in the section relating to 
Trade is with reference to the value of the commodities concerned. 
Principal decreases occurred under Cotton (Rs. 6,11,895), Cotton-seed 
(Rs. 1,80,036), Oils (Rs. 1,14,772), Castor Seed (Rs. 62,688), Dry Chillies 
(Rs. 37,755), Animals (Rs. 23,360), Safflower (Rs. 19,127) and Oil-cake 
(Rs. 13,649). Noticeable increases, however, occurred under Grain

CHAPTER IIL

SECTION I. 


Legislative Council. 


59. Dewan Bahadur G. Krishnamachari, b.a., b.l., having retired from 
service on the 28th Ardibehisht 1333 F., Mr. Rai 
Baijnath, m.a., ll.b., was appointed to succeed him 
and remained in charge of the Department during the rest of the year. 


60. 


Constitution. 


There was no change in the constitution of the Legislative Council 
during the year, which consisted of 20 Councillors as 
before. 


61. Three Council and 68 Select Committee meetings were held during 
the year under report as in the previous year. The 
Council passed the following Acts : — 

{i) Unclaimed Properly Act. • 


Dnder the old Act all cases of unclaimed property of more than Rs. 100 
in value in the City and its suburbs could be inquired into by the Chief City 
Magistrate only. This caused great delay in the disposal of cases. In 
view of this an amendment was required. Further, the Act required some 
changes as recommended by a Special Committee appointed by Government 
and provision had to be made for cases of unclaimed property in the Faigahs 
and other Jagirs. The existing Act was therefore thoroughly overhauled 
and a new Act was passed giving powers to the 3rd and the 4th Magis- 
trates in the City and to Munsifs in the districts to inquire into cases up to 
the value of Rs. 1,000. For cases of more than Rs. 1 ,000 in value it has been 
provided that they would be inquired into by the 1st and 2nd Magistrates 
in the City and its suburbs, by the District and Additional District 
Magistrates in the Districts and by oflicers having powers of a District 
Magistrate in the Jagirs. 

With regard to unclaimed property in the Paigahs, it has been provided 
with the approval of His Exalted Highness that they will be considered as 
owners of such property and provision for such cases in the Jagirs has also 
been made. In the new Act some changes in matters of procedure also 
have been introduced. 


(n) Legal Practitioners Amendment Act, 

As it was found necessary to prescribe the courses of studies for persons 
qualifying for 1st and 2nd grade plcaderships and also to frame the neces- 
sary rules the Act was so amended as to give the High Court power in 
respect of both these matters. 

(m) Criminal Procedure Amendment Act. 

The amendment to Section 180 prescribes the authority who would 
inquire into cases of crimes committed within any Jagir, Samasthan or 
Paigah Ilaqa, by persons living in the Khalsa and Sarf-i-Khas Ilaqas and also 
by the subjects of another Jagir, Samasthan or Paigah Ilaqa. The incon- 
venience that previously existed owing to the fact that the District 
Magistrate alone could try such cases has been got over by this amend- 
ment. 
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The addition to Section 335 provides that in criminal inquiries where 
more than one person is charged with the same offence and one of the accus^ 
is awarded such punishment as is beyond the powers of a 2nd class Magis- 
trate, the appeal in respect of all the accused should be filed in the Sessions 
Court, 

{iv) Opium and Intoxicating Drugs Act. 

It was agreed at the International Opium Convention that legislation 
with regard to opium and intoxicating drugs should be imiform. The 
wishes of the Government of India in this connection were communicated 
to His Exalted Highness the Nizam’s Government through the Residency 
and it was desired that a law should be passed on the lines of the draft sent 
by them. As the then existing Opium and Abkari Acts contained almost 
all the important provisions of the draft, some of the provisions of the 
Abkari Act were incorporated in the new Opium and Intoxicating Drugs 
Act besides introducing therein certain other changes that were thought 
necessary in the light of past experience. 

{v) The Post-Office Savings Bank Act. 


This Act was passed to provide for matters connected with the Post- 
Office Savings Bank. It is based on the lines of the British Indian Act.

It will be seen from the above figures that there has been a decrease in 
the number of Civil eases in all the courts except in District and Talisil 
courts. The decrease in the Munsiffs’ Courts of the Raichur District (533 
cases against 1,389 in 1332 F.) was clue partly to the prevalence of famine in 
the clistxict and partly to the ryots resorting more and more to Co-operative 
Societies instead of having money dealings with the village Marwadi, As 
in the previous year, the major portion of suits instituted was in the Munsiffs’ 
Courts. 


The number of miscellaneous proceedings instituted in various courts 
in the nature of objections, etc., incidental to original cases was almost the 
same as in the previous year, viz., 9,609 against 9,602. 

The total valuation of the subject matter of Civil Suits was Rs. 1,10, 41, 182, 
as against Rs. 1,51,77,125 in 1332 F., the main reason for the decrease being 
that in the previous year one Syed Shah Nadeemulla Husaini had instituted 
a suit the valuation of which was more than thirty lakhs of rupees.

Besides, 
the department took part in the suppression of the riots at Gidbarga which 
broke out between Mohammedans and Lingayats during the month of 
Moharram and in which several places of worstiip were desecrated and one 
Superintendent (Moulvi Azcezullah Sahib) w'as shot during the affray from 
the effects of which he died. The Department also succeeded in detecting 
and bringing to trial two persons charged with forging currently notes, 
of whom one was convicted and imprisoned for 5 years and the other w'as 
acquitted. 


101 . During the year, 8,629 slips were received against 9,484 in 1332 F. 
„ and previous conviction in 1,671 cases was traced as

Requisite arrangements 
were made for temporary supply of water for the Mahbubnagar town at 
an expenditure of Rs. 1,28,971. Rs. 63,500 were spent during the year 
on an extension of pipe distribution for the Gulbarga town and a sum of 
Rs. 22,037 wa5 also sanctioned for similar work for the Nizamabad town 
and the work is in progress. The Jalna Water Supply scheme was 
undertaken by the Public Works Department and the portion of the 
storage reservoir was completed by the Local Fund Department, with an 
expenditure of Rs. 1,25,000. An estimate aggregating Rs. 5,78,254 re- 
garding the supply of water for the Latur town was submitted to Govern- 
ment for sanction. 


141. The year opened with a cash balance of Rs. 46,46,873. The

local cess and Rs. 4,70,534 on account of miscellaneous receipts) against

(A) Regular Troops. 

142. Lieut.-Col. Sir Afsar-ul-Mulk Bahadur, k.c.i.e., m.v.o., A.D. C. 
continued as Chief Commander of the Regular Troops 
and Major Usman Yar-ud-Doulah Bahadur, A.D.C., 

as Commander throughout the year under report. 

143. The strength of the Regular Troops, the Imperial Service Troops 

and the Golconda Brigade was 4,891, 1,088 and 1,132, 
eguar ps. respectively. The cost of the Regular Troops was 

Rs. 22,69,480 against Rs. 19,64,778 ; of the Imperial Service Troops 
Rs. 9,94,272 against Rs. 9,91,721 ; and of the Golconda Brigade Rs. 5,32,173 
against Rs. 4,91,126 in the previous year. 

In the Regular Troops, the average age of the men was 33 years 9 months 
and 10 days, height 5 feet 6 inches and chest measurement nearly 33j inches. 
Altogether 358 recruits were enlisted during the year, 104 retired on pension 
or gratuity and 315 were struck off the rolls owing to dismissal, death, 
desertion or resignation. 

In the Imperial Service Troops, the average age of the men was 32 years, 
height 5 feet 6 inches and chest measurement 33^ inehes. In all 212 recruits 
were enlisted during the year, 11 men retired on pension or gratuity and 152 
men were struck off the rolls owing to dimissal, death, desertion or resig- 
nation. 

In the Golconda Brigade, the average age of the men was 31 years and 
8 months, height 5 feet 6 inches and chest measurement 36 inches. In all 
36 recruits were enlisted, 14 men retired on pension or gratuity and 22 were 
struck off the rolls owing to death, dismissal, desertion, or resignation. 

144. The expenditure on account of the Government Gun Powder 

Magazine. Factory was Rs. 14,770 against Rs. 14,983 in 1332 F. 

145. Major M. G. Naidu, m.b., c.m., continued as Principal Medical 

». j- . T, ... . Officer of the Regular Troops till the 29th Mehir 

e ica epa en . 1333 F. when he retired and Major Khaja Moinuddin 

M.D., was appointed to succeed him. 

The total number of in-patients treated was 12,586 against 10,412 and 
of out-patients 42,829 against 34,488 in 1832 F. Medical operations num- 
bered 1,037 against 866 and the number of fatal cases was 24 against 17 in 
the previous year. 

Lt. H. Vasant Rao was in charge of the X-Ray Department. The num- 
ber of cases treated was 545 against 682. Of these, 67 were cases of radio- 
graphy, 30 of screen examination, 51 of X-Ray exposures and the rest of 
electric treatment. The total expenditure incurred on the Military Medical 
Department was Rs. 1,59,862 against Rs. 1,63,718 in the previous year. 

146. After the Gulbarga riots which occurred during the year under 

report. His Exalted Highness the Nizam ordered 
■ the Chief Commander of the Regular Troops to garri- 

son the thickly populated towns in the districts with detachments of Regular 
Forces, so that in the event of disturbances in furture, the garrison with the 
aid of tJie local police force mi^ht be able to suppress them, obtaining 
necessary help from the Chief Military Depot at the Capital, which should 
always be in readiness. An army 2,000 strong and fully equipped with 
machine guns, etc., was ordered to be collected and distributed as follows: — 

(1) Aurangabad, Gulbarga, Usmanabad, 

Raichur, Mominnabad,Bidar, Nanded, 

Hingoli, Nizamabad and Kazipet, 

( Warangal) . . 200 men each or 2,000 

in all 

(2) Reserve . . . . . . 100 


Total . . 2,100 men. 
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It was further directed that the district towns should be garrisoned 
permanently. For this purpose 2,000inen were to be selected from the Irreg- 
ular Forces and given a thorough training of 2 or 3 years, so that when they 
became reliable and trustworthy the Regular detachments of the districts 
might be removed to the Capital and replaced by the newly trained squad- 
rons. In obedience to these commands the work of selection is going on. 
During the year 481 men were enlisted and their training was begun. 

147. At the time of the Viceregal Visit to Hyderabad on the 23rd No- 
vember 1923, the Regular Troops took part in several 
oe aneous. ceremonial events, and His Excellency was enter- 

tained at Fateh Maidan with Military sports, such as— skill-at-arms, variety 
sticks, victoria cross, skill at riding and musical ride. 

In March 1928, a select party of the Hyderabad Imperial Service Troops, 
under the Command of Majors Mohamed Azmatullah and Mirza Qader Beg 
was sent to be present at the XVth Imperial Cavalry Brigade War Memorial 
at Delhi. 

The Sixtieth Anniversary of the formation of the Regular Troops took 
place in March 1924, when sports were held at Fateh Maidan and a dinner 
party was arranged in the Address Hall at the Public Gardens. His Exalted 
Highness the Nizam graced both the occasions with his presence. In 
his speech at the conclusion of the dinner. Sir Afsar-ul-Mulk related, among 
other things, the success achieved by the Hyderabad Contingent against a 
bandit party of Bhils in 1879 ; the formation and activities of the Regular 
Troops in eradicating the Rohillas ; and the suppression of a mutinous dis- 
turbance between the Arabs and the City Police in 1882. 

(B) Irregular Troops. 


148. Mr. Mirza Bashir Beg continued as Nazim, Nazm-i-Jamiat, during

149. The Irregular Troops consisted of 11,340 Infantry and 1,248

Besides, there were 13 elephants, 2 camels, 36 bullocks, 5 field 
guns, 6 palkies and 31 palanquins, etc. The total expenditure incurred dur- 
ing the year was Rs. 24,45,389 against Rs. 22,75,668 in the preceding year.

Agriculture. 


152. Mr. Mazhar Husain, m.a., b.sc., continued as Director of Agricul- 

controi. ture throughout the year under report. 

153. As in previous years, the department was chiefly engaged in 

„ restoring the long staple variety of cotton known as 

“ Hyderabad Gaorani.” In 5 taluks of Parbhani 
and one taluk of Bir district, 9,150 khandies of pure selected seed were 
distributed on takavi against 10,070 khandies in the previous year. The 
area cultivated measured 3,28,567 acres against 3,85,150 acres or a decrease 
of 56,883 acres which, it is explained, was due to delay in getting funds and 
also to a circular issued by the Tahsildar of Jintur obliging contractors to 
go over a long distance to the Tahsil for a certified statement for obtaining 
seeds on takavi. The total sum spent for the purchase of seed and necessary 
expenses incurred for its distribution amounted to Rs. 2,48,198 against 
Rs. 2,41,500 in the preceding year, and the total amount recov ered and re- 
coverable was Rs. 2,49,737, resulting in a net profit of Rs. 1,539. 


154. Silk worms obtained from three sets of eggs from Bhagalpur, 
Assam and Coonoor are very promising. A pedal 
type reeling machine has been set at work and a new 
building provided. Efforts are being made to run this industry on com- 
mercial lines.

155. Sugar-cane was sown, as usual,, on Kamareddi farm. It was 
Sugar-cane sowii in duc time and for four months the conditions 

were excellent and full of hopes. Inadequate supply 
of water and of labour due to epidemic during the period of growth pro- 
duced an eight anna crop. Fiji Band 35, and Vadi 75 survived and the 
resulting gul appeared better, but decisive conclusions could not be reached. 


156. The experiments with fish manure and ashes of the bye products 

of sugar-cane resulted in an increase of 2| niaunds of 
paddy per acre. 

157. In the Government Farm at Kamareddi, turmeric was experi- 

... ,, ... mented with different manures, but the scarcity of 

water hastened maturity, and the produce was hard 
with a blackish tinge. In the Aler Farm the whole of alkaline plot was 
retained and brought under cultivation, its fertility being increased by pud- 
dling in the soil green leaves of Karanj {Pongamia Glabra). Nizamgoad 
and Black variety were sown, and a new variety of paddy named Kitchli 
Samba from Coimbatore, having the peculiarity to withstand draught, was 
introduced and acclimatised very successfully. Experiments with green 
manuring, nitrogenous manure and a heavy dose of Mohwa refuse are 
under trial. 


158. Early ploughing immediately after harvest and its effect on sow- 

topknK»tt iml »tool,iw,v. '"s demonstrate by Kirloskar’s Iron Turn- 

wrest plough m case of Jowar m comparison to 
the usual late ploughings of' the cultivator who suffered very much this 
year on account of monsoon bursting late, whereas the Farm crop was in 
an excellent condition and an envy to the surrounding cultivators. 
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Different kinds of ploughs w^re tested for their respective efficiency, 
€.g.. Burn’s, Watt’s, Monsoon, Cljrmax Rama Bhutan, iron pipe plough 
and results recorded. Of all the implements demonstrated at Sangareddy, 
the circular chaff cutter attracted hundreds of pe pie on the lands of the 
Secretary of the District Agricultural Association, Many applied to the 
Association for its purchase on Takavi but , their applications could not 
be complied with for want of funds. 

With a view to show its efficiency and simple mechanism the 
Ramachandra Lift was fitted up for irrigation on one of the wells 
of the farm. 


The six-coultered seed drill proved to be equal to if not better than 
the three-coultered drill in use at Sangareddy. 


Exhibition. 


159. The department took part during 1333 F. in the Public Gardens 
Exhibition and the Co-operative Society’s Training 
elass when a display was made of the agricultural 

exhibits consisting of raw produce of the Dominions and agrieultural maehin- 
ery for the benefit of those interested. 

160, During the year under report Mr. Abdul Majid, B. Ag., Agricul- 

Agricuitumi Engineering. tural Engineer in eharge, conducted the Boring 

operations. 


I. Well Boring — The machines in use at present are : — 

(1) Calyx Core Drill working in Osmanabad District (2) Muzto’s 
Patent well boring machines working at Hyderabad, Parbhani, Aurang- 
abad, Sailu and Jalna. 

The third Musto type boring maehine being out of order, it was repaired 
and sent to Sailu at the end of the year under report. 

Two more machines have been ordered, one to work with power and 
the other with manual labour. 


Forty -eight applications were received during the year, 22 places were 
visited and boring was done in 16 places during the year 1333 Fasli.

It may be noted that though the expenses incurred 
by the use of animal are about the same the work turned out by the 
machine and its effect is highly appreciable.

163. The total rainfall during 1332-1833 F. was 2*36 inches less than 
^ ^hat in the previous year and 16 per cent, below the 

‘ normal. The South-West Monsoon started late and 

there was no rain till the 28th June. But afterwards the monsoon continued 
active, giving fairly good rain all over the Dominions except in the Raichur 
District where the Kharif and early rice crops fared badly owing to deficient 
rainfall. The North-East Monsoon commenced with scattered showers and 
the Rahi sowings took place in time except in the talukas of Lingsugur and 
Sindhnur in the Raichur District and Shorapur in the Gulbarga District where 
no sowings took place owing to the complete failure of the North-East 
Monsoon. Late rice cultivation was much restricted on account of inade- 
quate supply of water in irrigation sources. On the whole, the season was 
not bad except in the Raichur District where on account of the failure of 
crops famine relief measures became necessary on a large scale.

Including Rs. 9,79,714 lent to Societies during the year the total amount 
due to them was 45,10,528 ; out of which, Rs. 6,78,504 were recovered, 
leaving a balance of Rs. 88,87,024 at the end of 1888 F. The profit earned 
by the Banks was Rs. 1,01,678. During the year the Government debt was

Industries and Commerce. 

183. As in the previous year, the Commerce and Industries Department 

control. directly under the control and supervision of 

Nawab Samad Yar Jung Bahadur, Secretary, and 
Mr. G, A. Muhammadi, b.a., f.c.s., Deputy Secretary. 

184. All the buildings mentioned in last year’s report were completed 

Power Alcohol Factory. machinery in the Distillery and Ether storage 

rooms was erected by the expert who had arrived 
from Paris. The work of erection in'the Boiler and Power house is nearing 
completion under the supervision of an Engineer whose services have been 
borrowed from the Mysore State. 

185. The staff of the Laboratory consisted, as in the previous year, of a 

Industrial Laboratory. Chemist, a Senior Chemist and 4 Chemists. 

400 samples were analysed for different Government 
departments and private people. Experiments were conducted on the 
following industrial subjects : — 

1. the manufacture of thymol from Ajzvan ; 

2. the manufacture of glue and gelatin ; 

8. the manufacture of boiled oil and polish from local raw materials 
and boot polish from the locally made methylated spirit and 
crude lac ; 

4 . the extraction of distempers from white clay found in the State ; 

5. the refining of crude salt found in the Raichur district. 

Research work was also undertaken and the subjects dealt with were : — 

1. deterioration of sugar percentage and decrease in the yield of 

alcohol. 

2. use of spent matcha as field and garden erop manure. 

3. sterilising drinking water by chlorine method.

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4. extraction of oil from onion and garlic. 

Four students were given practical training in soap manufacture^ 
essential oil distillation and boot polish manufacture. 

The Applied Chemistry Section building has been completed and fully 
equipped with the required machinery. It will provide facilities for experi- 
ments on a large scale in future. 


186. The work of the Weaving Factory is divided into three sections : 
^ Apprentice, Commercial and Demonstration. Three 

Weaving Factory. ncw studcnts Were admitted to the higher section, oi 

whom one has passed the prescribed test. Thirty 
sought admission to the lower section ; 11 were declared successful, having 
passed a practical test. 


No new centre was opened during the year but at the special request 
of a few institutions, a trained staff was deputed to give instruction to stu- 
dents in weaving. The expenses of running centres at Gulbarga, Mahbub- 
nagar and Armur amounted to Rs. 5,098 and the quantity of cloth woven at 
them was 881 f yards valued at Rs. 259. 152 slays and 116 dobbies were 

sold through an agent while 26 slays and 41 dobbies were sold department- 
tally. 


187. The Industrial Exhibition was held during the year for 2 months

specially collected for the occasion were displayed. 
His Exalted Highness the Nizam honoured the Exhibition with frequent 
visits. A permanent building has been erected for this purpose in the 
Public Gardens and will be suitably equipped in the near future. 


188. A loan of Rs. 2,000 was granted during the year in connection with 
an Electro-plating factory. Permission was granted 
for the establishment of 128 new factories, of which 
73 were flour mills and 35 ginning factories. 


Miscellaneous. 


Patents were granted for 9 inventions under the Hyderabad Inventions 
and Designs Act No. X of 1309 F. One of these inventions related to 
improvements in the manufacture of cement and another was a Water lift 
for irrigation purposes. 

The Shahabad Cement Co., Ltd., which was floated in 1922, was granted 
a debenture loan by Government of B. G. Rs. 10 lakhs to enable them to 
complete the factory and start manufacture of cement.

After meeting all the above charges there was a surplus of income over 
expenditure of Rs. 586 as against Rs. 49,126 in 1832 F. The fall in the 
amount of surplus profit is due to the allowance of depreciation and in- 
terest on the new capital outlay.

From Peddapalli to Ramgundum (11 '77 miles) the 
line was opened on the 1st July 1925. Metre Gauge gpods trains were dis- 
continued between Secunderaoad and Hyderabad Broad Gauge Railway 
Station, and the 5*78 miles * 'of metre gauge rails were removed from the 
track. At the close of 1888 P. the open mileage in the Dominions was 
941*76 miles; 888^88 miles under Broad Gauge and 552*88 under Metre 
Gauge.

Broad Guage Unguaranteed Debentures and £ 102,300 worth of Hyderabad 
Godavari VaPey 3J per cent, debentures have been bought in October 1924,

their value being Rs. 9,67,438 against 1,00,663 of the value of Rs. 8,54,780 
in the preceding year. The commission realized on V. P. articles was 
Rs. 14,666 against 9,462 in 1332 F. During the year, 21,812 insured letters 
and parcels were received against 20,423 in the previous year, the fees 
realized being Rs. 9,114 against Rs. 7,318. 

227. At the beginning of 1333 F., there were 800 Post-Offices and 572 
letter-boxes in the State, the number of postmen and 
Post-Offices and Letter-Boxes village postmen being 407 and 469, respectively. 

During the year, 20 post-offices and 10 letter-boxes 
were newly opened and 59 post-offices and 3 letter-boxes were closed. Three 
village postmen were newly appointed and the services of four postmen and 
43 village postmen were dispensed with. Thus at the end of the year there 
were 761 post-offices, 579 letter-boxes, 403 postmen and 429 village post- 
men. There was one post-office for every 108 ’5 sq. miles. The mileage 
over which mails were carried by rail increased from 1,883 miles to 1,890 
miles and the mileage by road was 6,188 miles against 6,467 miles in 1332 
Fasli. 


228. The total number of postal artieles issued in 1888 F. was 2,94,22,529 
against 2,49,96,860 in 1332 F. Private correspon- 
dence inci'eased by 2*89 per eent. and Government 
correspondence decreased by 11*21 per cent.

255. During 1888 F. 12,020 deaths from contagious diseases were 

Contagiou.Di«a.e.. reported in the Dominions against 4,426 in the pre- 

vious year : this enormous increase is reported to be 

due to better notification of deaths by Revenue and other officials. Of 
these, equines accounted for 85 deaths and bovines for 11,939 deaths. Surra 
prevailed during the year, the number of deaths being 27. Amongst bovines, 
there were 10,398 deaths from rinderpest against 2,618 in the previous year. 
Hcemorrhagic Septicaemia, foot and mouth disease, anthrax and black 
quarter also prevailed. The highest number of deaths (1,880) was in the 
Aurangabad District and the lowest (120) in the Adilabad district. 

256. The number of preventive inoculations increased from 11,967 

Inoculations. in 1382 F. to 17,009 in 1883 Fasli. 

257. There were 70 hospitals and dispensaries in the Dominions in 1838 

HosDitais and Disnensaries against 60 in the preceding year. During the year 

under report, 1,32,596 animials were treated against 
1,23,690 in the previous year. Of these, 33,907 animals were treated by 
Veterinary Inspectors and Assistant Inspectors on tour and 98,689 in the 
veterinary hospitals and dispensaries. Of the former, 1,159 animals were 
castrated and the rest were treated for contagious diseases. Of the latter, 
286 were in-patients and 98,459 out-patients. Out of the in-patients, 209

Medical Relief. 


265. Lieut.-Col. B. Jivan Singh, c.i.e., I.M.S., (Retired) having 
relinquished the office of the Director of Medical and 
’ Sanitation Departments on the 27th Khurdad 1333 F. 

On the expiry of the term of his engagement, Major Mohamed Ashraf, m.b. 
ch.B., took over charge and continued in the office during the rest of the 
year under report. 

The Jail Department which had been transferred to the Medical Depart- 
ment in 1332 F. was re-transferred to the Police Department about the 
end of the year. 


Medical Institutions. 


266. The total number of hospitals and dispensaries in the Dominions 
at the close of 1332 F. was 132. Eleven were opened 
during the year, which completed the scheme sanc- 
tioned by Government for providing a dispensary in all the thirty-three 
principal taluk towns of the Dominions. The Sarf-i-Khas dispensary of 
Mahallat-i-Mubarak was transferred to Diwani Ilaqa. Besides these there 
were two aided institutions, namely, the Roman Catholic dispensary at 
Muttampalli (Nalgonda District) and the Wesleyan Mission Leper Asylum, 
Dichpalli (Nizamabad District). 


267. The total number of patients treated in the various hospitals and 
dispensaries during the year was 11,27,973 against 
10,33,638 in 1332 F. Of these, 10,727 were in- 
patients against 11,629 in the previous year. Among out-patients there 
were 5,26,845 males, 2,41,992 females and 3,48,409 children against 4,91,073 
males, 2,22,727 females and 3,08,209 children in 1332 F. The largest at- 
tendance among City hospitals and dispensaries was, as usual, at the Afzal- 
ganj Hospital with 72,596 patients in the year, and the lowest at the Isolation 
Hospital with 1,887 patients. Among district hospitals and dispensaries, 
the largest number of patients were treated, as in the previous year, in the 
Bidar Dispensary, m., 17,278. The total mortality among in-patients was 
882 against 628 in 1332 F. Altogether 2,990 in-patients and 16,815 out- 
patients were treated in the Victoria Zenana Hospital in 1333 F. against 
3,188 and 16,503, respectively, in the previous year. Labour cases numbered 
1,612 against 1,631. During the year 36,313 operations of all classes 
were performed against 34,156. Of these, 1,892 were major and 34,421 
minor operations against 1,964 and 32,192, respectively, in 1332 F. Among 
the cases operated upon, there were 179 deaths giving a case mortality of 
0*49 per cent, against 0 ’52 per cent, in the previous year. 


268. Dr. S. Mallannah, m.d., held charge of the Laboratory during 
rru • . .1 n * • the year under report. The total number of articles 
logical Labonijorj’. examined was 1,549 agamst 1,564 m the previous 

year, and of these, 995 were examined chemically and 
554 bacteriologically. The Medico-legal cases examined numbered 180 
against 186 in 1332 F. Of these, 58 related to human poisoning, 19 to 
cattle poisoning, 95 were blood stains and the remaining 8 were miscellaneous 
cases. 
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The Laboratory continued to treat cases bitten by rabid animals, 
obtaining the necessary vaccine from the Pasteur Institute, Coonoor. The 
number of such cases during the year was 189 (188 bitten by dogs and 1 by 
monkey) against 125 in the previous year. 


269. The total number of patients treated during the year was 829 

x-iu De rtment against 450 in 1882 F. Of these, 187 were given elec- 

y pa men . treatment, 2 were examined on the screen and 

124 skiagrams were taken. The rest underwent X-Ray examinations and 
treatment. 


Osmania Medical College. 


270. At the end of 1882 F. there were 274 students, 158 (149 males and 
9 females) in the Assistant Surgeon Class and 116 
(101 males and 15 females) in the Sub-Assistant 

Surgeon Class. During the year, 62 students were admitted : 37 (34 males 
and 8 females) in the Assistant Surgeon Class and 25 (21 males and 4 females) 
in the Sub-Assistant Surgeon Class, making a total of 886. Of these, 3 died, 
12 left the College, 2 were discharged, 43 exempted from attendance and 29 
(23 Assistant Surgeons and 6 Sub-Assistant Surgeons— all males) passed the 
final examination, leaving 247 students at the end of 1333 Fasli. 

271. There were 25 dhais under training at the end of 1332 F. New 

. admissions during the year numbered 10, making a 

*** total of 35. Eight dhais left the class and 19 passed 

the qualifying examination, leaving 8 on the rolls at the close of 1333 
Fasli.

Of 
these, 8 boys were discharged, 4 (3 boys and 1 girl) left the class and 8 (7 
boys and 1 girl) passed the qualifying examination, leaving 19 students 
under training at the end of 1333 Fasli. 


273. The Afzalganj and the Victoria Zenana Hospitals were the centres 
Training of Nurses and l^or the training of nurscs during the year under 

Midwives. report. At the end of 1332 F., there were 12 pupils 

(8 in the Afzalganj and 4 in the Victoria Zenana Hospitals) under training. 
There were 4 new admissions (one in the Afzalganj and three in the Vic- 
toria Zenana Hospitals), making a total of 16. Of these, one pupil left and 
and 10 passed the final examination, leaving 5 on the rolls at the close of 
1333 Fasli. 


The Midwives were trained at the Victoria Zenana Hispital. The 
Government offer of 20 scholarships of Rs. 20 each per mensem was 
not availed of during the year under report.

280. During the year under report there were 5,655 cases of cholera 
with 3,212 deaths against 1,983 cases with 935 deaths 
Cholera. 1332 F. This disease prevailed in all the districts 

except Warangal. The districts of Raichur, Nizamabad, Bidar and Nanded 
returned the largest number of deaths, viz., 499 ; 468 ; 357 ; and 342, respect- 
ively. 


281. There were 748 cases of small-pox with 222 deaths as against 
2,481 cases with 475 deaths in 1332 F, Mortality 
Small-Pox. from this disease was the highest in Warangal — 183 

cases with 70 deaths. 


282. During the year under report there were 82,812 deaths from fevers 

against 81,086 in the previous year. The death-rate 

per mille of population from this cause was 6 *62 
per cent, against 6 '56 in 1382 F. Raichur suffered most, with a loss of 
7,594 lives. Hyderabad City and Atraf-e-Balda recorded 7,360 deaths 
against 5,547 in 1332 Fasli. 

283. During the year under report, there were 40,662 cases of plague 

in the State with 83,088 deaths against 40,060 cases 
*’*“*“®' with 31,119 deaths in 1332 F. The severely affected 

districts were Parbhani with 10,701 attacks and 9,430 deaths ; Bidar with 
6,987 attacks and 5,732 deaths; Nanded with 5,938 attacks and 4,603 deaths; 
and Osmanabad with 5,589 attacks and 4,383 deaths. In each of the 
districts of Raichur, Nalgonda and Warangal there was one attack and 
one death. There were two outbreaks of plague in the City of Hyderabad 
during the year. In the first outbreak which occurred during the begin- 
ning of the year there were 365 attacks with 258 deaths. In the second 
outbreak which was towards the close of the year, there were 750 attacks 
with 565 deaths. 

In all 54,780 persons were inoculated in the Dominions against 16,519 
in the previous year. 

284. There were 15 travelling dispensaries as in the previous year. 

The number of villages visited by them was 1,175 
Travelling Dispensanes. against 1,335 in the previous year, while the number 

of patients treated was 18,946 against 24,109. Besides this, they performed 
480 surgical operations, 4,148 plague inoculations and 5,414 vaccinations 
against 406 ; 2,501 ; and 5,848, respectively, in the preceding year. The 
total cost of the dispensaries amounted to Rs. 70,682 against Rs. 1,09,499 
in the previous year, giving Rs. 8-11-2 as the average cost per patient treated 
against Rs. 3-6-0 in 1382 Fasli. 
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285. The total expenditure incurred during the year on the Sanitation 

Department was Rs. 1,57,182 against Rs. 1,94,744. 
Of this sum, Rs. 74,472 were spent on establishment 
and contingencies and Rs. 82,660 on epidemic preventive measures. 

286. During the year under report, there were, 1,18,244 biAhs (59,907 

male and 58,387 female) and 1,48,494 deaths (75,821 
Vital Statistics. 67,678 female) as against 1,09,307 births 

(58,273 male and 51,084 female) and 1,85,865 deaths (71,984 male and 
68,881 female). For every thousand of the population of the Dominions 
there were 9*16 births and 11*61 deaths as against 8*84 and 10*99, res- 
pectively, in the preceding year.

289. Rs. 20,702 were spent for the purchase of drugs, etc., against 

Medical Stores. Rs. 16,792 in the prcvious year. 

290. The strength of the Yunani Medical school rose from 99 in 1832 F. 
to 139 in 1383 F. The prescribed courses in the 
lower, middle and higher classes were completed in 

the fixed period of time but no Government Examination was held during 
the year. 

291. The total expenditure on the Yunani branch of the Medical De- 
partment amounted to Rs. 1,32,090 as against 
Rs. 1,44,203 in 1332 F. Of this sum, Rs. 1,01,070 

were spent on Government dispensaries and Medical Stores, Rs. 23,100 on 
grants-in-aid and Rs. 7,920 on the Yunani Medical School. 

SECTION V. 

Lunatic Asylum. 

292. At the beginning of 1.333 F., there were 125 lunatics (101 men and 
24 women) in the Asylum. During the year, 98 luna- 
tics (78 men and 20 women) were admitted, making a 

total of 223 (179 men and 44 women), of whom 59 were discharged cured, 
19 were committed to the care of their relatives and 12 died, leaving 133 
lunatics at the end of the year. Of the new admissions, 66*3 per cent, came 
from the City of Hyderabad and the rest from the districts. The percen- 
tage of recoveries was 26 *04 against 82*82 in 1332 F. while the mortality 
rate was 5 *3 against 4 *9.

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CHAPTER VI. 

Instruction 

SECTION 1. 

Education. 

294. The total number of public institutions (Government, Aided, and 
Number of School, and Rccognized) for general and special education fell 

Scholars. from 4,141 to 4,040. The fall was mainly due to 

the abolition of 113 Primary Schools of the experimental type, the savings 
effected being utilized for overhauling and reorganizing 54 Government 
and 12 Local Fund Schools. These schools, as their name implies, are 
purely tentative and are started in the most backward areas. If they 
prosper and attract sufficient number of students they are converted 
either into Local Fund or Shahi Primary Schools; otherwise they are 
abolished in the interests of more deserving schools. Intermediate 
classes affiliated to the Osmania University were opened in the Zenana 
School, Nampally, and arrangements were also made to prepare candidates 
for the Osmania Matriculation Examination side by side with the High 
School Leaving Certificate Examination. The Government Middle Schools 
at Nampally, Raichur and Karimnagar were raised to the grade of Osmania 
High Schools and the Osmania Matric classes were opened in the Warangal 
English High School. The Government Upper Primary School at Sulahpet, 
in the Gulbargah District, was raised to the grade of a Middle School. 
The Railway School, Secunderabad, maintained by the Nizam’s Guaranteed 
State Railway Co. was recognised as an unaided middle school. Three 
experimental schools were opened, and one Local Fund School was converted 
into a Government School. During the year one school for the sons of 
Jagirdars (where courses prescribed for the Senior and Junior Local 
Cambridge Examinations are taught) was opened, and 5 Government and 
4 Aided Islamic and Vedic Schools which had previously been classed as 
Primary Schools were recognised as special schools in view of the nature of 
education imparted in them. 

The number of pupils in all public schools increased from 2,41,121 to 
2,42,398. The Director observes that the increase of 1,277 scholars despite the 
decrease in the number of schools, is a sure indication that the measures for 
reorganization adopted by the Department were sound in principle. The 
spread of epidemics and the stress of adverse economic forces directly 
affect the population of schools both in the urban and rural areas. The 
year 1333 F. was particularly a year of epidemics for the City of Hyderabad 
and for the two progressive Subahs, Aurangabad and Gulbargah and 
it may, therefore, be assumed that under more favourable conditions 
the number of seholars will increase. There were 4,053 private un- 
recognized schools with 76,654 pupils as in the previous year. The percent- 
age of scholars in all schools, public and private, to the population of school- 
going age was 17*0 against 16*9 in the preceding year. Excluding the 
figures for private schools the percentage was 12*9 against 12*8.

Thus the total expenditure on education amounted to Rs. 68,29,902 
against Rs. 70,18,072 in the previous year, and of this, Rs. 46,19,481 were for 
direct expenditure and Rs. 22,10,421 for indirect expenditure. The in- 
crease in direct expenditure was due to the opening of Intermediate 
classes in the Zenana High School, Nampally, the raising of the Raichur, 
Karimnagar and Nampally Middle Schools to the grade of Osmania High 
Schools, and the opening of Jagirdars’ School, the raising of the Govern- 
ment Upper Primary Sehool, Sulahpet, to the grade of Middle School, and 
the payment of grade increments to members of the staff of different institu- 
tions. 


College Edmalion. 

296. The tt)tal number of students reading in the Arts Faculty increas- 
ed from 418 to 515 and the results of the University 
examinations were also very creditable. In the 
Previous LL. B. Examination, 26 out of 40 candidates were successful. 
For the B. A. Examination, 87 appeared and 55 passed. Besides, 11 cadidates 
in the B. A. Examination passed in one group only. Out of 179 candidates 
who appeared for the Intermediate Examination, 114 were successful. In 
addition to these, 18 candidates in the Intermediate Examination passed 
in one group only. Two female candidates appeared privately, one for 
B. A. and the other for the Intermediate Examination, and both of them 
were successful. During the year, the Final M. A. and LL. B. classes were 
opened. Besides, Senior Intermediate classes in the College Departments 
of the City High School, Hyderabad, and the Aurangabad High School 
and a Junior Intermediate class in the Zenana High School, Nampally, 
were opened. The year under review will be memorable in the history of 
the (^smania University for the fact that at a special convocation held on 
the 22nd Azur 1383 F. the Degree of “ Sultan-ul-ulum ” was presented to 
His Exalted Highness. 

The total expenditure incurred on the University College rose from 
Rs. 3,08,089 in 1832 F. to Rs. 3,70,094, the major part of the increase 
being under the heads, salaries of teaching staff, rent, scholarships and 
boarding charges The tptal income realized from fees was Rs. 9,698. 
The net expenditure (exclusive of fees) on the teaching staff in the 
College increased from Rs. 1,73,884 to Rs. 1,98,838 and the cost per pupil 
from Rs. 887-4-4 to Rs. 402-8-1. 
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The strength of the Theological Faculty of the Osmania University 
was 14 as against 11 in the previous year. Three candidates appeared 
for the B. A. and 5 for the Intermediate Examinations, 2 of the former and 
8 of the latter were successful. The net cost of the teaching staff of the 
Theological Faculty rose from Rs. 88,908 to Rs. 42,951 and the cost per 
pupil from Rs. 2,992-8-8 to Rs. 8,808-15-2. 

Fifty-two candidates appeared for the Oriental Titles Examination, of 
whom 21 were successful. 


Nizam College. 


Mr Mohamed Inayatulla, b.a.. Curator, was in charge of the Translation 
Bureau of the Osmama University except for two months when Mr. H. A. 
Ansari, b.a., Registrar, Osmania University, held charge in addition to- 
his own duties. During the year, 11 translations of books on History, 
Geography, Indian Economics, Political Science, Notes on Ferishtay 
Underhill’s Law of Torts and Hikmat-ul-Ishraq were printed and translations 
of 15 books were completed. 

297. The strength of the Nizam College rose from 221 in 1832 F. to 261. 
Six candidates appeared for the B. Sc. Degree and 14 
for the B. A. Degree Examination, 4 of the former and 

11 of the latter were successful in obtaining the degree. Two students 
appeared in the Preliminary English Examination for B. A. Honours (His- 
tory and Economics) and both of them were successful, and of the 8 who 
appeared for the B. Sc. Degree Preliminary Examination, 5 were successful. 
71 candidates sat for the Intermediate Examination and 43 passed. Of the 
candidates that failed to secure a pass in the B. A. Degree Examination, 2 
passed in Part I and one in Part II and of those in the Intermediate Exami- 
nation, 9 passed in Part I and 4 in Part II. 

The total expenditure on the College was Rs. 1,70,292 as against 
Rs. 2,56,240. The reduction in expenditure was due to the fact that the 
expenditure which had been incurred in the previous year on account of 
purchase of furniture and instruments for the College laboratory was a non- 
recurring charge. The income fron^ fees amounted to Rs. 7,581 as against 
Rs. 7,220. Deducting this sum from the expenditure on the teaching staff 
(Rs. 1,31,042), the net expenditure to Government on that account amounted 
to Rs. 1,23,461 as against Rs. 1,13,541 in the preceding year, while the cost 
per pupil decreased from Rs. 538-1-8 to Rs. 514-6-9. 

298. There were 3 Intermediate Colleges against 2 in the preceding 

, , year. The strength of the City and the Aurangabad 

n rm la o eges. Intermediate Colleges (1st and 2nd year) was 125 and 

43 as against 30 and 26, respectively, in the previous year. The expenditure 
incurred on the College Section of the City High School was Rs. 32,719 and 
that of the Aurangabad High School was Rs. 18,006, the cost per pupil 
being Rs. 105-2-0 and Rs. 237-13-3, respectively. During the year. Inter- 
mediate College classes were also opened in the Zenana High School, 
Nampally, on the 10th Aban 1883 Fasli.

Mr. S. R. Masood, b. a., (Oxon.), I.E.S., continued as Director of 
Public Instruction during the year under report. 

During the year the English High School at Aurangabad was 
amalgamated with the Osmania High School there 
and one school for Jagirdars’ sons (where courses 
prescribed for the Senior and the Junior Local Cambridge Examinations 
are taught) was opened. Thus there were 15 English High Schools for boys 
(7 Government, 7 Aided and one Unaided) as in the preceding year. The 
number of boys under instruction fell from 6,383 to 5,685. Three hundred 
and sixty -three boys appeared for the examination held by the High School 
Leaving Certificate Board, of whom 225 were from Government Schools, 
114 from Aided Schools and 24 were private and teacher candidates and of 
these, 184, 89 and 9, respectively, were given “ Satisfactory ” certificates. 
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During the year 21 boys appeared ftwr the Cambridge Local Examinations^ 
of whom 18 were successful. 


801. The total direct expenditure on English High Schools for boys in- 
creased from Rs. 4, 15»928 to Rs 4,19,131 ; Rs. 2,67,417 
were spent on Government High Schools, Rs. 1,41,710 
on Aided High Schools including Rs. 48^284 contributed by the Government 
and Rs. 10,004 on an Unaided High School as against Rs. 2,68,544, 
Rs. 1,88,072 and Rs. 9,307, respectively, iri the preceding year. The fees 
realized from GJovemment English High Schools were Rs. 43,032, from Aided 
High Schools Rs. 54,899, and from an Uiiaided High School Rs. 1,785. The 
average cost per pupil was Rs. 8.3-10-3 in Government, Rs. 61-13-4 in Aided 
Schools and Rs. 51-0-7 in the Unaided High School.

Five hundred and seventy-nine candidates 
appeared for the Osmania Matriculation Examination : 258 from Gov- 
ernment Schools, and '83 from Aided Schools whilst 288 were private 
candidates. Of these, 171 were successful: 128 from Government Schools, 
6 from Aided Schools, and 37 were private candidates. 


803. Direct expenditure on the Osmania High Schools (Government and 
Aided) amounted to Rs. 3,11,881 and on the Sarf-i- 
^ ' Khas High School Rs. 12,782 against Rs. 2,08,.386 

and Rs. 11,290, respectively, in the previous year, the income from fees 
amounting to Rs. 23,607 and Rs. 662. The average cost per pupil in the 
Government High Schools was Rs. 56-10-5, in the Aided Schools Rs.36-10-10, 
and in the Sarf-i-Khas School Rs. 40-15-5.

Schools at Nampally, Raichur and Karimnagar were raised to the grade of 
Osmania High Schools and the Upper Primary School at Sulahpet, in the 
Gulbarga District, was raised to the grade of Middle School, and the 
Indian Railway School at Lalagudah maintained by the Nizam’s Guaranteed 
State Railway authorities was recognized as an Unaided Middle School in 
the course of the year. Thus there were 60 Middle Schools managed by 
Government, 2 by Sarf-i-Khas, 19 by Aided and 7 by Unaided Agencies. 


305. The total cost of Government Middle Schools decreased from 
Rs. 6,79,203 to Rs. 6,47,230. The income from fees 
was Rs. 26,220. The cost of Sarf-i-Khas schools was 
Rs. 14,406, of Aided schools Rs. 85,022, and of Unaided recognised schools 
Rs. 27,774. Their income from fees was Rs. 615, Rs. 14,077 and Rs. 4,656, 
respectively. The average cost per pupil was Rs. 37-5-0 to Government, 
Rs. 26-0-0 to Sarf-i-Khas, Rs. 29-6-6 to Aided and Rs. 28-3-1 to Unaided 
Agencies.

807. The number of Boys’ Primary Schools decreased from 3,254 to 
3,177, whilst the number of pupils attending them

were abolished and the savings thus effected were utilized in completely over- 
hauling and reorganizing 54 Government and 12 Local Fund Schools. Of 
the total number of schools, 718 were maintained by Government, 121 by 
the Sarf-i-Khas Ilaqa, 2,096 by Local Boards, 192 by Aided and 51 by 
Unaided Agencies.

is explained by the Director to be due to the spread of epidemics and the 
general economic distress caused by famine conditions in certain areas which 
seriously affected the members of the depressed classes, who are compelled 
to engage even their small boys in some sort of labour to improve the family 
income. 


Girls Schools. 


311. The number of Girls’ schools decreased from 734 to 698 and the 
number of pupils from 34,758 to 33,868. This de- 
crease is accounted for by the closure of the Primary 

Schools which were not justifying the expenditure incurred for their main- 
tenance. The decrease in the number of pupils was slight and was largely 
due to the severe outbreak of plague in the Baida and in the districts. Of 
the total number of Girls’ schools, five were High Schools (two managed by 
Government and three by Aided Agencies), 15 Middle Schools (2 Government, 
5 Aided and 8 Unaided) and 678 Primary Schools (371 Government, 7 Sarf-i- 
Khas Ilaqa, 6 Local Boards, 285 Aided and 9 Unaided). 

312. The results in the Cambridge Local and the High School Leaving 

. . Certificate Examinations were very satisfactory, 19 

Results of Examinations. former and 8 out of 12 in the latter 

having been declared successful. For the Middle Schools and Upper Pri- 
mary Examination 77 and 582 candidates, respectively, appeared and 29 
and 162 pa.ssed.

314. The number of special schools during the year under report was 

43 as against 34 in the previous year and the number 
Special Sc 00 s. pupils 3,435 as against 2,994 in 1332 F ; this in- 

crease was due to the transfer of 5 Government and 4 Aided Islamic and 
Vedic schools to the charge of the Educational Department. The total 
expenditure on special education rose from Rs. 2,72,086 to Rs. 2,97,241. 
The working of the more important schools is given below : — 

315. As before, there were three Training Schools for male teachers 
(«) Training Schools for situated at Hyderabad Aurangabad and Warangal, 

Male Teachers. respectively. The number of tcachers Under training 

in the Hyderabad School decreased from 195 to 187. The total expenditure 
wasRs. 44,561 andthe average cost per pvipilRs.288as against Rs. 37,252 and 
Rs. 191, respectively, in the previous year. Ninety-two students appeared 
for the Upper Primary Teachers’ Certificate Examination and 77 were de- 
clared successful. In the Warangal School there were 59 teachers under train- 
ing as against 76 in the previous year. The total expenditure incurred dur- 
ing the year increased from Rs. 9,548 to Rs.10,578 and the average cost per 
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pupil from Rs. 125 to 179. Thirty-eight teachers appeared for the Upper 
l^wnary Teachers’ Certificate Examination, of whom 81 were successful. 
In the Aurangabad School the number of teachers under training decreased 
from 95 to 88 while the total expenditure rose from Rs. 10,784 to Rs. 11,871 
and the average cost per pupil from Rs. 118 to Rs. 148.

Including 
the pupils that were attending the Practising Section, there were in 
all 175 pupils in the Hyderabad School, 106 in the Aurangabad School, 
88 in the Warangal School and 119 in the Gulbarga School as against 165, 
110, 96 and 119, respectively, in the preceding year. The expenditure 
incurred in each of the above schools was Rs. 18,819, Rs. 4,971, Rs. 9,641, 
and Rs. 2,823, respectively. From the Hyderabad School, 16 Teachers ap- 
peared for the Lower Primary Teachers’ Certificate Examination and 9 for 
the Special Upper Primary Examination; 7 of the former and 8 of the latter 
were successful. Two out of 3 students sent up by the Warangal School 
for the Special Upper Primary Examination and 2 out of 9 sent up by the 
Aurangabad School for the Lower Primary Teachers’ Certificate Examination 
were successful. Five candidates were sent up by the Aurangabad School 
for the liOW’er Primary Examination and all of them passed.

From the Nizamabad and the Bidar Industrial Schools seven students ap- 
peared for the Intermediate Drawing Examination and 6 for the Elementary 
Drawing Examination; 3 of the former and 5 of the latter were successful. 
The proceeds from the sale of articles made in the Industrial Schools at 
Nizamabad, Bidar and Narayanpet amounted to Rs. 2,648. There were 
158 male and 263 female students in the Victoria Memorial Orphanage as 
against 255 and 185 in the preceding year. The total expenditure on the 
orphanage was Rs. 56,396 as against Rs. 62,936 in the previous year. 

The strength of the Osmania Central Technical Institute rose from 167 
to 310. The total expenditure incurred during the year was Rs. 67,513 as 
against Rs. 56,462 in 1332 F, Though the expenditure on tuition alone 
increased from Rs. 34,256 to Rs. 48,837 the average cost per pupil fell 
from Rs. 245 to Rs. 146-9-9. Of the boys undergoing training in the Insti- 
tution, 42 appeared for the examination and 30 passed. Twenty-two out 
of 79 private candidates were successful. 


319. The number of religious institutions increased from 14 to 28. Of

The class was planned with the idea of giving the Drill Masters 
a concrete idea of the kinds of exercises that the boys need in schools. The 
total amount spent during the year on this head was Rs. 68,672 as against 
Rs. 67,198 in 1882 F. and of this, Rs.,62,758 were contributed by Government, 
Rs. 1,094 by the Sarf-i-Khas authorities and Rs 4,820 by the Managers of 
recognised schools. 


Scholarships. 


821. The total expenditure incurred on account of scholarships by 
Government and other Public Agencies increased 
from Rs. 5,62,526 to Rs. 5,65,167. Of this amount 
Rs. 5,56,040 were spent by Government, Rs. 693 by Sarf-i-Khas authorities, 
Rs. 1,975 by Local Boards and Rs. 6,459 by the Managers of Aided and 
Unaided Institutions.

322. The expenditure on school buildings incurred by Government and 

„ other Public Agencies during the year under report 

was Rs. 2,30,973 against Rs. 3,53,558 m the previous 
year. Of this amount, Rs. 56,017 were spent on the purchase of a building 
at Kacjiiguda for the Azam Jahi Road Middle School, Rs. 21,924 on the 
construction of the Osmania University building and Rs. 16,668 on the 
construction of the Middle School at Adilabad. 

323. The expenditure on furniture incurred by Government and other 

public agcncics amounted to Rs. 57,556 as against 

Rs. 1,20,053 in the previous year. Of the above 
amount, Rs.41,833 were spent on Government Schools and Colleges, Rs. 2,838 
on Local Board Schools, Rs. 1,638 on Sarf-i-Khas Schools and Rs. 11,247 
on recognised schools. 

324. The total expenditure on libraries amounted to Rs. 1,09,083

6 with Poetry and Drama, 4 with Fiction, 21 with Hygiene, 15 with Education 
and 53 were of a miscellaneous character. Besides these, 15 books dealing 
with various Sciences and Arts, History, Philosophy, etc., were translated 
by the Translation Bureau of the Osmania University. Of the 88 books 
that are imder print, 11 have been printed. The Dairat-ul-Mariff Press 
printed during the year the 3rd and 4th Vols. of the famous book “ Musta- 
drik ” and also published three other famous Arabic books, viz., Masael- 
Mutafarika, (relating to medicine, etc.,) Istahasun-ul-Khouz (relating to 
Muslim Theology) and Masafut-tish-Sharkiya (relating to Astronomy).

SECTION III. 


Nizamiah Observatory. 

Mr. T. P. Bhaskaran, m.a., f.r.a.s., continued to be in charge of 
the Observatory during the year under report. 

The Milne-Shaw Seismograph and the Drum Chronograph with the 
transit instrument were installed late in the year 
but nevertheless the former recorded 122 shocks. A 
thatched shed was erected on the ground for the exposure of several ther- 
mometers in the shade and an old sunshine recorder was overhaided so as 
to work regularly. 

The work in the Astrographic Catalogue continued to form the chief 
item of the year’s programme. 70 photographs were taken with the Astro- 
graphic Equatorial telescope and measures of 56 plates were completed. The 
remaining portion of the MS. of Vol. V (Zone 21 °) was sent to the Press and 
the standard co-ordinates (R. A. 14 to 0'‘) have been computed for the re- 
ference stars (in Dcc-23°) from the Cordoba Catalogue, and reductions for 
52 plates in this Zone completed. Eleven plates were taken with a single 
long exposure on a region with centre in Dcc-1 7° preceded and followed by 
exposures of equal duration on a suitable Harvard standard region. 
Some methods were being investigated for the revision of photographic 
magnitude of the Hyderabad Catalogue and experiments were also made for 
determining proper motions by exposing a plate on the glass side and super- 
posing it on the original negative for comparison. The Grubb Equatorial 
telescope commenced its observations from May 1924 and 35 observations 
were made — the transit of Mercury on May 8th and two lunar eclipses 
being caxefully observed. 

881. The cost of maintaining the Observatory was Rs. 35,891 against

CHAPTER VIL 

Revenue and Finance 

SECTION I 

Government Income and Expenditure 
1.— SERVICE HEADS 

332. When the Budget for 1333 F. was drawn up the agricultural pros- 

{ )ects were not quite free from anxiety. The monsoon started abnormally 
ate and was not bountiful. The relatively abundant rainfall in Shahrewar, 
however, saved the situation and it was felt that the normal position on the 
whole would remain undisturbed if the North-East current did not dis- 
appoint altogether. In the revised estimate for 1383 F. it was explained that 
the North-East current did not come up to expectations, as a result of which 
the Land Revenue receipts were bound to contract, but the betterment under 
Customs on account of good cotton crops and also under Interest and Excise 
W3uld more than cover the deficiency in the Land Revenue receipts and 
leave the net aggregate position better than what was originally estimated. 

The Accounts for 1333 Fasli show that as regards both receipts 
and expenditure the Actuals are better than the Budget as well as the 
Revised Estimates. The figures in lakhs are as follows : —

As was anticipated in the Revised Estimates, the Land Revenue 
receipts have fallen by 16*67 but the excess under Customs (16*79), Forest 
(managed by Forest as well as Land Revenue officers) (5*26), and Excise 
and Opium (10*83) contributed to the material betterment of the aggregate 
position. Interest (Budget 38*68, Revised 50*00) actually amounted to 
51 *64 after allocating interest to various reserves. The improvement of over 
12*96 lakhs is due partly to better terms obtained from the Imperial Bank 
and partly to an increase in the Interest bearing deposits with the Bank. 
Other finance heads, viz.. Mint, Paper Currency and Exchange brought an 
additional revenue of 7*75. The extraordinary receipts under Develop- 
ment (Estimate 2*00) brought in only *04. 5*18 had to be drawn from 
Famine Reserve to finance famine relief operations in the Raichur district. 

On the expenditure side the departmental savings amounted to 
29*24 as against 24*65 in 1882. Of these, 5*29 are the savings of unfilled 
appointments mainly under the Military, Police, Educational and Public 
Works Departments. The savings under Tour Charges amount to 1*80 and 
under Contingencies and purchase of supplies to 11*47 mainly under Milit- 
ary, Jails, Educational and Medical departments. The savings under Rents 
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and Repairs amount to 1*25, under Works to 4*07 and under unused Reserves 
to 1*47. The increased receipts of the departments which have correspond- 
ingly reduced the expenditure and added to the balances at their credit have 
aggregated 8*89. 

As a result of better husbanding of resources and exercise of economy by 
the departments owing to the inducement held out by the departmentali- 
sation of finances, the aggregate result in the year 1883 has been much 
better than that in the preceding year. The ordinary service surplus was 
136*80 against 99 *15 Actuals for 1832 F., 40*53 Normal of 1 832 F. and 56*80 
Original estimate for 1333 F. After providing for 25 lakhs on account of 
Famine Insurance (15*00) and Debt Redemption (10*00) and meeting the 
Extraordinary Net Expenditure (11*34) the year still leaves a surplus of 
100*46 of which 29*24 is placed to the credit of the departments and 71*22 
is the Net Surplus to Government which is better by 48 * 08 and 55 * 69, res- 
pectively, than the Original and the Normal of 1383 F. and by 89 * 22 than the 
Actuals of 1332 Fasli.

The first adjustment (*01) is due to re-appropriation from Finance 
Reserve to meet extra expenditure under General Administration. The 
second adjustment (9*09) from Irrigation to Land Revenue Irrigation means 
the usual allocation of expenditure to its proper head. The two remaining 
adjustments (2 ‘SI and 2*50) are redistributions by the departments of the 
total amount allotted for Public Works after the Budget had been framed. 

The savings that are creditable to Government under the Depart- 
mentalisation Rules are mostly on account of the difference between the bud- 
getted and the initial scale of pay in the case of vacancies during the course 
of the year. In addition to this the lapses under Pensions, Yeomiahs, 
Mamools, Rusums, IrregularTroops and Sinecure allowances are, under Rule 
7, also creditable to Government. Interest, which is a purely financial head, 
is also closed to Government account.

As usual, the Statistics Department prepared the weekly season 
and price reports, crop forecasts, statements relating 
to inland trade and periodical returns regarding Joint 
Stock Companies. Statistics were also compiled and published in respect 
of large Industrial establishments. Spinning and Weaving Mills, Agriculture 
and W'ages. The rainfall statistics for 30 years (1304-1.333 F.), the statis- 
tics of house rents of Hyderabad, Residency Bazaars and the Cantonments 
of Secunderabad and Bolarum for the septennium (1323-1329 F.) and the 
Postal Statistics for the quinquennium (1325-1329 F.) were compiled diiring 
the year. Partial statistics were collected concerning mortality on account 
of snake bites and the attacks of wild animals. 

Besides these, the Statistical Charts showing the course of prices and 
quantities of certain commodities of commercial importance for the period 
1320-1380 F. were prepared. Another useful compilation undertaken by 
the department was the Statistical Abstract of His Exalted Highness the 
Nizam's Dominions, containing statistics of general interest relating to all 
the departments of the State. This covers a period of 10 years (1320-1330 F.) 
and contains 101 tables, of which almost 50 have been finished. 

388. The cost of the Department was Rs. 82,702 against Rs. 41,190 in 
Cost of the Department. the preceding year. 

SECTION VI. 

The Gazetteer Department. 

884. Moulvi Mohamed Rahmatulla Saheb remained in charge of this 
Control. Department throughout the year under report. 

385. As stated in the report of the previous year, two volumes 
have to be prepared for each district — Part I being 
“*■ dependent on the compilation of Part II. Since the 

latter requires material from the district offices and various offices of the 
City, it was decided to collect it synchronously for all the districts and to 
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begin compiling tables, of Avhich 84 are necessary in respect of each district.

Besides, certain chapters regarding Aurangabad District, based on the 
completed tables, have been drafted and those having a teclinical bearing 
were checked or were being checked by the departments concerned. 
It is hoped that the Table Volumes of all the districts and the first volumes 
of the districts of Aurangabad, Gulbarga and Bidar will be ready by next 
year. 


The compilation of Village Lists is being carried on side by side with 
the preparation of the Gazetteer. The Lists relating to the districts of 
Aurangabad, Gulbarga and Nanded were compiled during the year. 


386. The total cost of the Department for the year under report was 
Cost of the Department. Rs. 7,726 as against Rs. 6,311 m 1332 Fasli. 


SECTION VII. 


Development Department. 


387. A detailed list of Survey Numbers (made over by the Revenue 

Colonization Department and the I'orcst Department for purpose 

“ of colonization in accordance with the decision of the 

Development Department Board) was published during the year showing 
whether they were fit or unfit for cultivation and whether they contained 
any source of irrigation and the name of the taluk and village where they 
existed and their distance from the Railway station. The above list also 
contained survey numbers of different taluks, viz., Pakhal, Malug, Yallan- 
du, Mahbubabad Paloncha, Amerabad, Chinur, Otnur, Asifabad, Nirmal, 
Rajura, Sirpur, Madhara, Mahadevpur, Adilabad. Lakshetipet, Kinwat and 
Botha, their total area being 6,77,626 acres. Of this, 4,09,682 acres of land 
(8,47,314 of the Revenue Department and 62,368 of the Forest Department) 
were shown as fit for cultivation and 2,67,944 acres (2,40,627 of the Revenue 
Department and 27,317 of the Forest Department) unfit for cultivation. 


Another list of survey numbers of other taluks measuring 1,79,360 acres 
of land (1,63,225 of the Revenue Department and 16,135 of the Forest 
Department) fit for cultivation was under preparation and will be published 
shortly. Owing to frequent corrections in the total area of land made over 
for colonization and settlement of objections, the work of distribution of 
blocks to the purchasers could not be started and consequently out of 
Rs.6,08,311 paid by the purchasers, Rs. 92,907 were withdrawn during the 
year. 

388. Mr. M. Ahsan, M. i. e., continued to work as Commissioner 
of the Development Department under Nawab Ali 
Nawaz Jung Bahadur, Cnief Engineer and Secretary 
to Government, Irrigation Branch. The Investigation Partyof the Adilabad 
19 
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District surveyed 898 miles of road and that of the Warangal District 55^ 
miles. The estimates for most of the roads have since been sanctioned and 
the roads are under construction. 

The total grant provided in the budget for 1388 F. was Rs. 12,76,374 
and the total expenditure Rs. 8,70,738 as against Rs. 14,22,000 and 
Rs. 8,52,000, respectively, in the preceding year. Of this, Rs. 2,86,025 were 
spent on Establishment, Rs. 5,46,845 on Works and Rs. 87,868 on Tools and 
Plant, etc. Out of the total expenditure on Works Rs. 1,62,589 were spent 
on buildings, Rs. 3,34,391 on communications and Rs. 49,865 on tanks and 
canals. The net expenditure incurred on Works in the Adilabad District 
was Rs. 4,61,456 and on Establishment Rs. 1,59,529 against Rs. 3,03,000 
and Rs. 1,74,000, respectively, in 1332 Fasli.

Control. 


389. Mr. Ghulam Yazdani, m.a., m.r.a.c.. Director, Archaeological 
Department, who had been on deputation to countries 
in Europe, Africa and Western Asia with a view to 
study the monuments there returned to Hyderabad on 20th Ardibeshisht 
1333 F. During his absence Mr. Syed Ali Asghar Bilgrami carried on the 
current work of the Department. 


390. 


Survey of new Monuments. 


The Director inspected certain new monuments in the Medak and 
Osmanabad Districts, the most important of which 
was the historical fort at Parenda. The present 
fortifications of the fort date back to the Bahmani period and exhibit very 
high skill in military engineering. The various lines of defence comprise 
a glacis, a retaining wall, a covered passage, a counterscarp, a moat, a 
scarp and a double tier of ramparts with bastions and towers. The main 
entrance had a drawbridge and the position of the various inner gates was 
such as to surprise the assailants at every stage during their entry into the 
fort. Apart from the architectural interest of these fortifications, the fort 
also possesses a mosque which is a perfect gem of the early Muslim style of 
the Deccan. It is built of polished black stone, in the pillar and lintel style, 
with flat carved ceiling divided into numerous compartments. The jali 
screens of the walls and the railing of the pulpit are reminiscent of similar 
devices of the mediaeval Deccan temples ; but here they have been used with 
such good taste as to produce no feeling of incongruity in the general style 
of the building. The mosque possesses no inscription, but from its archi- 
tecture one can surmise that it is a late fourteenth or early fifteenth century 
work. 

391. 


Conservation. 


In the field of conservation a sum of Rs. 1,745 was spent during 
the year in repairing the beautiful mosque called 
Toli Masjid, in the suburbs of Hyderabad. This 
building, according to an inscription preserved in the mihrab, was built 
by Musa Khan, the famous General of Abdulla Khutub Shah. The style 
of this monument although lacking in vigour and boldness of design shows 
considerable picturesqueness in the arrangement of decorative detail. 

The repairs to the famous thousand-pillared temple of Hanamkonda 
which had been going on for several years have now been completed . The 
total expenditure incurred up to the end of 1833 F. amounts to Rs. 33,789. 
The work of mounting the old guns at the Public Gardens, Hyderabad, was 
completed at a total cost of Rs. 3,025. 

Doors of expanded metal have been fixed at the temple at Dichpalli 
at a cost of Rs. 416. This temple is the finest specimen of the mixed Dra- 
vidian and Chalukyan styles in the Dominions. 

Besides, special r^airs to the Ajanta and the Ellora Caves at Aurang- 
abad, Malik Amber’s Tomb at Khuldabad, Ibrahim Barid’s Tomb at Bidar, 
the Pani Mahal at Naldrug, the monument inside tiie Fort at Warangal 
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were in progress during the year. The total expenditure on these repairs 
in 1883. F. amounted to Rs. 9,681. 

The work of clearing and fixing the frescoes at Ajanta has been going 
on steadily through a mechanic named Ghulam Nabi, who was trained by the 
Italian Restorateurs for two seasons during their stay at Ajanta. The road 
from Aurangabad to Ajanta is nearing completion, while the construction 
of the road from Fardapur to the caves has been started. 

392. In the domain of inscriptions, a Canarese record was discovered 

by the Director at Bodhan while inspecting the 
pigrap y. mosque there. The inscribed pillar now forms a step 

to the platform on which several Muslim graves are built and it was only 
by chance that the inscribed surface was noticed. The record will shortly 
be published in the Hyderabad Archaeological Series under the editorship 
of Rao Bahadur R. Narshimha Charya, m.a., m.r.a.s., (Retired Director of 
Archaeological Researches in Mysore). It refers itself to the reign of the 
Chalukya king Trailokyamalla (Somesvara I) and bears a date corresponding 
to A.D. 1056 and records the renovation of an old Vishnu temple at 
Bodhan and grant of two villages for its upkeep. 

Another inscription engraved on three copper plates, which were dis- 
covered by fishermen while fishing in a river in the jagir village of the Raja 
of Kaolas named Beyrkor, Bodhan Taluq, Nizamabad District, will form 
another number of the Hyderabad Archajologieal Series, under the joint 
editorship of Mr. S. Hanumanth Rao (Professor of History, Nizam College) 
and Rao Bahadur H. Krishna Sastri, Government Epigraphist for India. 
The plates belong to the reign of the great Queen Rudramamba and is im- 
portant for the history of the Kakatiyas. They mention some feudal 
princes not known from the Kakatiya records published so far. The date 
corresponds to A. D. 1273. 

393. During the year under report, 605 coins consisting of 151 gold, 

400 silver and 54 copper or other metal, were added 
uniisma K.s. Cabinet of the Hyderabad Museum. Of these, 

mention may be made of a rare Mughal Mint which numismatists used to 
read as Purbandar in Kathiawar. In 1917, Professor S. 11. Hodivala of the 
Junagadh College, Kathiawar, put in a caveat against the reading Pur- 
bandar as the final letters were not clear in any of the few then known coins, 
and suggested Parenda in the Nizam’s Dominions as the real name of the 
mint and asked that judgment may be reserved until the discovery of less 
ambiguous specimens. Two of such specimens (silver) have been found in 
the cabinet of the Hyderabad Museum where the terminal alif is so clearly 
inscribed as to leave not a shadow of doubt that the Mint is really Parenda 
and not Purbandar. Another new Mughal Mint has also been discovered, 
viz., Kamkurti. This seems to have been the head-quarters of the Zemindar 
of Garmutkal in the Sircar of Malkhcd in the Dominions. So Purbandar 
will have to be deleted from the list of Mughal mint towns and Parenda and 
Kamkurti added as new mints. 

394. The total cost of maintaining the Archaeological Department was 
Cost of the Department. Rs. 41,307 agaiiist Rs. 39,952 in the previous year. 

SECTION IX. 

Government Central Press. 

395. Mr. R.V. Pillai, Bar,-at-Law, continued as Superintendent Go- 
vernment Central Press, during the year under 
report. 

396. During the year, 19,252 pages (Type) were composed and 1,01,13,441 

„ . . ^ impressions printed as against 17,449 and 81,33,674, 

nntmgan in mg. respectively, in the preceding year. The number 

of pages written , for the Litho Press and the impressions printed thereon

were 22,041 and 78, 98, 390, respectively, as against 20,172 pages and 62,89,086 
impressions in 1882 F. 8,06,582 books were bound during the year as com- 
pared with 8,18,989 in 1382 F. Besides, perforation, embossing, ruling, 
numbering and Vandyke work was also done in the Press. 

897. Very little work was done in this branch of the Press. This ia 
T Foundry explained to be due to the fact that since the installa- 

ype oun ry, Monotype during the year under report, 80 

per cent, of the English composing work is being done on these machines 
and display type is also cast by the special attachment which forms a part 
of one of the monotype casters. Type metal of the value of Rs. 4,909-11-4 
was purchased during the year. 

398. Fairly good progress was made in this department. Under Go- 
vemment orders the Superintendent was sent over 
aa a iq ype. Madras with the Head Caster in view of this work 

being developed. The punch-cutter for cutting Urdu punches, who was 
brought down from Madras, did not stay long owing to plague and other 
reasons . The Press has been able to train two good caligraphists and the 
work of cutting one series of punches is nearing completion. The Superin- 
tendent hopes that the types cast from them will be as perfect as modem 
mechanical efficiency can effect. 


399. The book value of the plant at the end of 1332 F. stood at 
Rs. 1,13,693. The total cost of new machinery 
■ purchased during the year came to Rs. 1,19,809 

bringing up the total value to Rs. 2,33,501. After writing off the usual 
depreciation the total book value of the plant was Rs. 2,18,462 at the end of 
the year under report. The following statement shows how the sum of 
Rs. 2,49,666-10-8 sanctioned by Government on account of capital expendi- 
ture was expended : —

400. The total value of the Press Stores (Contingencies, binding ma- 
terials and Jarida paper) that remained in stock 
at the end of 1332 F. was Rs. 38,835 against 
Rs. 43,986 in the previous year. 


401. During the year, a sum of Rs. 14,669 was realized on account of 
subscriptions, advertisements and sale of Jarida 
jarceda. (Government Gazette) against Rs. 3,493 in the pre- 

vious year. There were at the close of the year, 83 against 81 subscribers 
and 7i3 copies of Jarida were sent to Government Offices against 730 in 
1332 Fasli. 


402. The total cash receipts, departmental book adjustments, including^ 
the cost of Jarida and other imfinished works charge- 
Receipts and Expenditure. able to Govcrmcnt Offices amounted to Rs. 1,94,091 

and the total expenditure to Rs. 1,89,959 as against 
Rs. 1,83,948 and Rs. 1,74,490, respectively, in 1832 F., resulting in a profit 
of Rs.4,132 only against Rs. 9,458 in 1832 F. In this connection, the Superin- 
tendent explains that the Press has not been able to show much profit 
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owing chiefly to the faulty schedule of rates which does not allow of the Press 
getting full credit for the actual cost of work done for the public offices In 
spite of improvement in the quality of work turned out by the Press with the 
up-to-date machinery with which it has been equipped. The recommenda- 
tions made in connection with this matter by Rao Bahadur K. Jagadisan, 
Examiner of Government of India Press Accounts, after his inspection of the 
Press, have been approved by the Hon’ble the Finance Member with certain 
modifications. 

During the year under report the profit was also affected owing to the 
depreciation charges on plant and machinery having amounted to as much 
as Rs. 27,588 and short working hours of the Press operatives owing to the 
prevalence of plague. 
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
